May the Circle Be Unbroken 


The sensibility of this column, paper, and 
writer can be traced to originating in a num¬ 
ber of distinct places. Some, though geo¬ 
graphical specific, occurred at a place but 
over a period of time, proving more long 
range incubators of what was to come even¬ 
tually. There was Ed Lowry’s and my house 
on Hollywood, the Daily Texan office, the 
CinemaTexas office, and Raul’s, the punk 
club on Guadalupe. Within these there are 
more specific notable dates: the Huns bust, 
Ondine staying with us for a week, cooking 
beef stroganoff in his shocking red paja¬ 
mas. Kenneth Anger, Paul Bartel, Jonathan 
Demme visiting. 

When it is happening you don’t ever 
really know it. In the fall of 1977 at the rec¬ 
ommendation of Ed Lowry, his friend Brian 
Mitchell and I drove to the South Austin 
Drive-In Theatre off Ben White to watch a 
double bill including Caged Heat, Jonathan 
Demme’s 1974 directorial debut. Certainly 
we didn’t know who Demme was, but we did 
know we were watching a women-in-prison 
drive-in exploitation film. At the end Brian 
and I were both leaning out our respective 
car windows, banging on the roof scream¬ 
ing. We couldn’t believe the film was having 
the audacity to do what it was about to do 
and then went wilder when it did it. Women 
United Can Never Be Defeated. At a drive- 
in. In a film that included the generically 
necessary nude shower scene. 

In many ways, Demme’s Caged Heat was 
a film I had long carried in my head without 
knowing it. A political action film both 
feminist and exploitative, both cinematical- 
ly savvy and street-wise. This was a genre 
work, a Godardian tract, unapologetically 
and explicitly exploitation fare executed 
with stylistically intoxicating filmmaking. 


It was Robert Kramer’s faux-Godard Ice 
executed as a low-budget Western via the 
women-in-prison film and Southern drive- 
in circuit gore movies. The film worked for 
me on so many levels - narrative, acting, 
cinematic, musical (the score is by John 
Cale!), and political. It was more than just 
the movie I watched that I fell for, though I 
certainly fell for the film itself. Its director 
and genre also attracted my passion. 

Over the next half-decade, every exploita¬ 
tion film we could find was screened. Every 
film possible - Truck Stop Women, Night

Call Nurses, The Student Nurses, Boxcar 
Bertha, The Hot Box, The Big Doll House - 
was tracked down. Every film seen under 
whatever circumstances they could be, 
many seen at drive-ins or at inner-city 
grindhouses, with others caught on TV 
while traveling. 

Of course we were auteurist, New World 
connoisseurs. Founded in 1970, Roger 
Corman’s New World Pictures was the star¬ 
tling powerhouse production company 
behind a healthy percentage of all the inter¬ 
esting exploitation films being made. Hard 
to find another example of a company so 
dominating of a genre since, maybe for a 
while, Keystone Studios comedies under 
Mack Sennett as guided by Mabel 
Normand? The powerhouse of talent that 


passed through that company, or worked 
with Corman before - Francis Ford Coppola, 
Martin Scorsese, Jonathan Demme, Monte 
Heilman, Jack Nicholson, Robert Towne, 
Jonathan Kaplan, John Sayles. This proved 
to be the richest of veins, where a couple of 
generations of the most talent before and 
behind the camera folks were unleashed by 
one studio to make whatever film they 
really wanted to make, given the broadest 
commercial guidelines. Other Corman 
graduates: Gale Anne Hurd, James 
Cameron, Stephanie Rothman, Joe Dante, 
Allan Arkush. 

Seeing that movie Caged Heat at that 
drive-in ultimately led to a lifelong friend¬ 
ship with Jonathan Demme. In the immedi¬ 
ate, it helped establish a career as a film 
graduate student. The films proved fasci¬ 
nating to watch, think about, write on, and 
study. Sure, it was college. And we’re talk¬ 
ing Black Mama White Mama, Terminal 
Island, The Student Teachers, Crazy Mama, 
Bloody Mama. Just to clear the air. And I 
said “study.” A most intellectual fascinating 
endeavor - thinking about how often loaded 
ideology presented in the most fetishized 
generic context might actually be read and 
then further how their real audience of 
drive-in patrons would perceive them. 

This all came rushing back recently. 
Jonathan Kaplan’s Over The Edge, a cult 
masterpiece, has a brief clip in my docu¬ 
mentary Richard Linklater: dream is desti¬ 
ny, because of our shared affection for that 
film. In the following weeks, Over the Edge 
seemed to come up in a number of discus¬ 
sions, mostly to all our dismay, with people 
having mostly never heard of it, much less 
seen it. The film still holds up. There is 
something about its swirling raging fluid 


energy, an animal-in-motion type action that 
transcends time and place. The sweat, smell, 
and stagger of the film resonates. Not just 
people, but film people, had mostly never 
heard of it and hadn’t seen it. Maybe because 
Kaplan, despite a brilliant filmography, is 
not part of the current critical dialogue. 

Filmmaker John Sayles is another impor¬ 
tant talent overlooked in the current dis¬ 
course. Not just one of the founding vision¬ 
ary independents, Sayles still boasts an 
extraordinary body of films, so many unique 
in the way they portray labor, women, and 
regional America. 

Beginning to try to rectify the situation 
by honoring the man, we presented A 
Weekend With John Sayles with our friends 
at Cinefamily on Fairfax in Los Angles. 
They joined with Production for Use, our 
indie film consulting company, on this one. 

Last Thursday, Friday, and Saturday, 
Feb. 18-20, John Sayles and Maggie Renzi 
introduced their films to packed houses 
and sustained applause, as though the 
audiences were not just grateful but more 
also somehow relieved at having these 
films back. 

David Strathairn discussed Return of the 
Secaucus Seven. Leonard Maltin led the 
Q&A with Ernest Dickerson, Tom Wright, 
Maggie Renzi, and John Sayles after the 
Brother From Another Planet screening. Not 
just the filmmakers but the works were cel¬ 
ebrated, appreciated for what they are. 

Over the Edge gained another notch when 
star Vincent Spano showed up to support 
Baby It’s You. One night, standing off to the 
side of the stage, I watched as Roger 
Corman, graciously brought by his wonder¬ 
ful wife Julie, introduced Sayles, who intro¬ 
duced Piranha. Corman produced, Joe 
Dante directed, and Sayles had written the 
script. Eyes twinkling as always, Corman 
lovingly introduced Sayles, and for the 
moment that circle was unbroken. ■

I thoroughly enjoyed the play. I found the use 
of the Mikado songs quite effective, the story 
powerful, and the performances uniformly strong 
and emotionally true.

I was also struck by the fact that a company 
offended by the appropriation of Japanese cul¬ 
ture to address English concerns in The Mikado 
had previously done a show which appropriated 
Robin Hood, “the titular figure from British folk¬ 
lore,” to address American concerns. I didn’t 
see that show, but it didn’t sound as if many 
British people were involved.

OPPOSED TO OFFSETTING RATES 

Dear Editor, 

Yet again, there is word that one of the fre¬ 
quently disgruntled conservative City Council 
members is kvetching about the water utility 
rates, and wants them reduced so some of the 
more fortunate members of his district can less 
expensively consume mass quantities of water 


for their golf course lawns or swimming pools. 

I’m all for lower water rates, too. Even for my 
non-city-subsidized xeriscape. But, it might be a 
useful exercise to pause for a moment in this 
emotionally charged atmosphere, and reflect on 
why the water rates are so high in the first place. 

Well, I believe the answer to that question is 
fairly clear: The reason why our water rates are 
higher than they should be is because a previ¬ 
ous city council elected to build Water Treatment 
Plant 4, which may in fact be located in the dis¬ 
gruntled council member’s district. 

Unfortunately, because that $1 billion alba¬ 
tross was built, it has to be paid for, due to laws 
of economics and the legal and financial obliga¬ 
tions of the city of Austin. And, I think the City 
Council is prudent to continue to finance this 
unneeded and expensive piece of infrastructure 
through water rates, as has been the case. 

Thus, I am opposed to offsetting our high 
water rates with money from the General 
Fund. The time to prevent the escalation in 
water rates ended the day WTP4 was 
approved for construction. Where was Mr. 
Zimmerman at the time an earlier city council 
was approving WTP4? 

Unless any council members have any ideas 
on how to squeeze more revenue out of WTP4 
or how to cut its costs now that it has been 
built, I would urge the City Council to focus its 
attention on other problems for which it can 
actually provide a practical and constructive 
solution, and which could result in improve¬ 
ments to our city.

STATE/NATIONAL 

Piesident/Viee President: Bemie Sanders 

The Chronicle is feelin’ the Bern. Former 
Secretary of State Hillary Clinton has 
decades of experience and a distinguished 
record of public service. But Sen. Sanders 
gets our endorsement for best reflecting the 
Chronicle’s progressive values. He gives 
voice to the working class, advocates equali¬ 
ty and social justice, opposes corporate influ¬ 
ence in governance, and sure as hell isn’t 
afraid to speak truth to power. 

U.S. Rep. District 10: Scot B. Gallaher

On those economic 
issues, he may not cross the aisle as easily 
as tech exec Tejas Vakil, but progressives 
like Wakely and this district’s all-important 
rural Republicans have undoubted common 
ground on issues like opposition to the Trans¬ 
pacific Partnership and support for veterans.

LOCAL JUDICIAL 


District Judge, 345th District: 

Jan Soifer 

Both Soifer and opponent Melissa Mather 
have had distinguished careers as attorneys, 
have argued and won groundbreaking cases, 
and represent progressive values in the 
default Travis County election. On balance, 
we’re endorsing Soifer both for her legal 
resume and her longtime work “in the trench¬ 
es” as she puts it, for issues ranging from 
education, access to justice, marital rights 
for gay Texans, and of course reproductive 
rights. We believe her experience, history, 
and long, local roots have earned the 
Democratic nomination. 

District Judge, 427th District: 

Tamara Needles 

Selecting between incumbent Jim Coronado 
and defense attorney Tamara Needles was no 
easy task. Seeking a third term, incumbent 
Coronado has served as a judge for more 
than 26 years. He has a history of distin¬ 
guished community service, is backed by a 
long list of notable supporters, and prides 
himself in running an effective court with low 
jail numbers. Needles has nearly 20 years’ 
experience in criminal law, has represented a 


wide range of cases, including capital murder, 
and promotes rehabilitation programs for 
offenders with mental health problems and 
drug abusers. We were impressed with her 
specific policy proposals, fresh energy, and 
progressive vision. 

District Judge, 450th District: Brad Urrutia 

The new 450th District Court is best suit¬ 
ed for criminal defense attorney Brad Urrutia. 
The South Austin native and UT Law graduate 
has spent nearly two decades practicing crim¬ 
inal law. The past 15 years have been devot¬ 
ed to felony jury trials, experience that will 
serve the felony-heavy 450th docket well. If 
elected, the Spanish-speaking attorney would 
be the second Latino criminal district judge of 
the eight currently on the bench. While we 
appreciate challenger Chantal Melissa 
Eldridge’s passion for improving mental health 
programs and rehabilitation services, and her 
26 years of experience practicing law. 

TRAVIS COUNTY 

District Attorney: Margaret Moore 

Moore is a longtime assistant district 
attorney who spent time as a county attorney 
and most recently as an assistant to the 
attorney general. She seems poised to han¬ 
dle the D.A.’s chief role as administrator of 
the county’s prosecuting arm. Current assis¬ 
tant D.A. Gary Cobb has done good work in 
the D.A.’s Office under Rosemary Lehmberg, 
but has been stricken by one too many 
instances in which his values could be chal¬ 
lenged, and his reputation as a prosecutor 
who values convictions over justice is hardly 
one to brag about. We choose to err on the 
side of caution, and advocate for calculated 
reform for an office in need of changes.

Sheriff: Todd Radford 

The four candidates angling to replace 
long-tenured outgoing Sheriff Greg Hamilton 
each bring their own upsides and credentials, 
and are eerily similar in their values and plat¬ 
forms. Radford, currently chief of Lakeway 
PD, is the only one who has served as chief 
administrator for a law enforcement division, 
and has a track record to show a path toward 
both the implementation of body cameras on 
officers as well as a number of mental health 
initiatives we recognize as sorely needed. 
Plus, he appears to have an astute under¬ 
standing of how to communicate on heated 
topics. It’s a strong field, and we’d feel com¬ 
fortable with any of the nominees. But it’s 
our consensus that Radford is the best fit. 

Pet. 1 Commissioner: Jeff Travillion 

Of the five candidates competing to suc¬ 
ceed retiring incumbent Ron Davis - stepping 
down after 18 years representing the north¬ 
east Travis County precinct - Travillion has 
distinguished himself as the one with the 
strongest perspective and the widest range 
of experience to best address the challenges 
in this quickly changing precinct. He’s had a 
long career as a state and city administrator, 
has worked for years on countywide issues, 
and has performed important advocacy work 
in the state NAACP and on behalf of area vot¬ 
ers. Attorney James Nortey is a formidable 
candidate, but we believe Travillion is best 
prepared for the Commissioners Court. 

Constable Pet. 1: Rick Schumacher 

While incumbent Danny Thomas has a 
solid reputation and resume - before becom¬ 
ing constable in 2007, he was a City Council 
member - the Chronicle has been impressed 
by Rick Schumacher’s genuine effort to 
engage with the community, and his fresh 
ideas. A labor investigator with the Texas 
Workforce Commission, Schumacher’s plat¬ 
form includes a focus on preventing illegal 
dumping in Travis County, bringing social 
workers to evictions in order to provide ser¬ 
vices to the evicted, and improving communi¬ 
ty engagement. The Chronicle believes 
Precinct 1 would be well-served by either 
Thomas or Schumacher, but on the balance, 
we’d like to see voters give Schumacher a 
chance to implement some of his new ideas. 

Constable Pet. 3: No Endorsement 

Both A.J. Johnson and Stacy Suits have 
devoted their lives to public service, and 
done excellent work in their respective 
careers. Having served as chief deputies in 
this very office (Johnson as chief deputy 
since Jan. 2013, Suits from 2001 to 2012), 
each is intimately familiar with the constable 
responsibilities. Yet we find ourselves unable 
to endorse either one, for different reasons. 
We aren’t convinced of Johnson’s commit¬ 
ment to the social programs and active com¬ 
munity outreach that a constable’s office is 
able to do if its leader takes the initiative. 

We also find disconcerting Suits’ apparent 
mono-focus on fraudulent auto registration 
stickers - the anti-emissions, environmental- 
protection program he began and now 
believes is languishing. So while we’re with¬ 
holding a definitive endorsement - whoever 
wins, we hope to be proven wrong about him. 
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Constable Pet. 4: George Morales III 

Maria Canchola’s soon-to-be-vacant seat is 
being sought by two chief deputy constables: 
Manuel Jimenez from Precinct 4, and George 
Morales III from Precinct 2. Both have had 
long careers in law enforcement, but we 
believe Morales’ depth of experience gives 
him the edge. Much of what Morales and 
Jimenez advocate is similar - both empha¬ 
size their humble beginnings as a way to 
relate to those they serve, and both are con¬ 
cerned about truancy rates, racial profiling, 
and veterans’ programs - but although 
Morales’ career has had its bumps - he 
resigned from the Precinct 4 Constable’s 
Office in 2002 after being accused of having 
improper relationships with other employees 
- he has since shown himself to be a capa¬ 
ble chief deputy, bringing body cameras and 
needed funding for equipment to his precinct. 

DEMOCRATIC REFERENDA 

There are six referenda votes on the ballot, 
calling for: a workers' rights package including 
a higher minimum wage, paid family leave, 
and education funding; criminal justice reform 
legislation; encouraging “the transition to 
renewable, non-polluting energy"; supporting 
the Voting Rights Advancement Act in Con¬ 
gress; allowing public universities to opt out of 
campus carry; and a “comprehensive immigra¬ 
tion reform solution.” We support all of these.

CITY COUNCIL MEETS today, Feb. 25, with 

an agenda somewhat lightened by using Tuesday’s 
work session to wrestle with short-term rental 
regs and a number of briefings. Among other 
things, they’ll take up gender discrimination in city 
employment, and a renewed proposal to designate 
Rosewood Courts for historical preservation.

In this space last fall, commenting on the 
already toxic Republican presidential cam¬ 
paign (“Those Who Sow the Wind,” Sept. 
25), I wrote that the surprisingly interesting 
and fundamentally political 
Democratic campaign could 
wait for another day. With 
the March 1 Texas primary 
looming (you mean you 
haven’t early voted?), that 
day has come. By last 
September, the race for the 
Democratic nominee had 
already become more com¬ 
petitive than anticipated, 
with Vermont Sen. Bernie 
Sanders providing a vigor¬ 
ous challenge to the still likely nomination 
of Hillary Clinton. 

That’s all to the good. The Chronicle 
editorial board has enthusiastically 
endorsed Sanders - which is fine - but I 


was apparently one of few members rais¬ 
ing some judicious doubts. Not because I 
disagree with many of his positions - his 
New Deal progressivism re-branded as 
“Democratic Socialism” (it 
plays much better in 
Vermont) is well within the 
wheelhouse of our political 
inclinations - but because I 
am yet to be persuaded of 
his ability to be a truly 
national candidate, and not 
only because I live in Texas. 
I read plenty of bicoastal 
pundits who appear to 
believe that those of us who 
live in flyover country can 
barely tie our political shoes without direc¬ 
tion from New York or California. But as 
the late Molly Ivins used to say, “One thing 
you learn early in Texas politics: Things 
can always get worse.” 


I read those wistful stories insisting that 
Sanders sometimes polls better against 
GOP candidates than Clinton, and all I can 
do is shake my head. Clinton has been slan¬ 
dered and savaged for nearly four decades 
by the GOP attack machine (sufficiently 
that plenty of Dems seem to buy the tired 
tales). Sanders, on the other hand, is yet to 
be touched - indeed, Karl Rove’s American 
Crossroads PAC and other Republican vehi¬ 
cles have been attacking Clinton “from the 
left” in a naked effort to promote Sanders’ 
candidacy at her expense. 

Should Sanders in fact be nominated - 
still a long shot - it will take but a moment 
to redirect that deep-pocketed phalanx 
against “The Red Jewish Atheist from 
Birkenstock.” Maybe his candidacy would 
be able to survive that, at least in some lib¬ 
eral states, but it won’t be as easy as his 
starry-eyed supporters appear to believe.

The electorate is still quite polarized, and 
the biggest campaign money runs very 
hard right. 

TO BE ESTABLISHED 

Nevertheless, I’m delighted that Sand¬ 
ers’ generally progressive message and 
broad support are succeeding at their pri¬ 
mary task, which is to pressure not just 
Clinton but the entire Democratic Party to 
consider policies that could otherwise 
lapse from the public debate. Sanders’ 
insistence on single-payer health care - 
although often couched in pointless attacks 
on the quite successful Obamacare (provid¬ 
ing access to many millions more people) 
- has returned the “public option” to Clin¬ 
ton’s policy proposals. Neither is readily 
achievable unless we can indeed alter the 
partisan balance in D.C. and the states, but 
Clinton’s incremental version would be a 
wedge to provide real alternatives - and 
Sanders’ advocacy should help build sup¬ 
port for it. 

But that does raise another major worry 
about Sanders, who until deciding to run 
for president was never a Democrat at all, 
but rather a small party or independent 
candidate who continues to disdain “party¬ 
building” - that is, strengthening the insti¬ 
tutional Democratic Party in states (such 
as Texas, and too many others) that desper¬ 
ately need a strong alternative to one-party 
Republican rule. Neither his unfulfilled 
turnout promises, nor his campaign orga¬ 
nization, have yet delivered the long-term 
foot soldiers (or the funding) that comprise 
an effective political party, and that are 
far more important to real downballot 
progress than the high-profile “establish¬ 
ment” that Sanders so cavalierly dismiss¬ 
es. (And just how is it that a 25-year mem¬ 
ber of Congress escapes the dreary label of 
“establishment”? Just by hailing from 
Burlington?) 

I’m eager to see what happens, while I’m 
cheerfully reminded of a Sanders declara¬ 
tion about himself and Clinton: “On our 
worst days, I think it is fair to say, we are 100 
times better than any Republican candidate.”

With their 9-2 vote at Tuesday’s work ses¬ 
sion to pass a package of restrictions on 
commercial Type 2 short term rentals - 

including a permanent moratorium on new 
licenses, and a complete phase-out over six 
years - City Council has finally wound its 
way to final decisions on all three of the 
intractable three-letter acronyms that were 
left on its plate by the previous council. First 
accessory dwelling units (ADUs), then 
transportation network companies (TNCs), 
and now STRs, have all gone through the 
grinder of Council process, and while I don’t 
think anyone is happy with all the decisions 
made, at least they’re made, and we have 
more or less permanent regulations in place, 
and they needn’t be re-debated any longer, 
which is much more than many observers 
ever expected they’d see. (Of 
course, there is the matter of 
the May 7 TNC election, on 
which many gallons of ink and 
pixels will be spilled, but at 
least that’s out of Council’s 
hands at this point.) 

So, bring on the Big Issues: 
fixing transportation, revamp¬ 
ing the land development 
code (and the department 
that oversees it), supporting 
education, getting some sort 
of handle on housing costs and pressures ... 
the list is endless. Mayor Steve Adler 
sprung first out of the gate Wednesday morn¬ 
ing - less than 24 hours after putting STRs 
to bed - announcing that he would on Friday 
be introducing the modestly named Austin 
Music and Creative Ecosystem Omnibus 
Resolution, a package of “specific ideas to 
boost the local music industry and arts sec¬ 
tor.” CM Greg Casar could be next, with 


ideas on how to revamp and streamline the 
council’s committee and meeting process. 
Waiting just over the horizon like big black 
storm clouds, there are massive philosophi¬ 
cal differences to be worked out over just 
where the line can be drawn between densi- 
fication and gentrification. But for now, 
kick back and contemplate this:

It came with remarkably little fanfare, but 
Texas is about to join 23 other states that 
have legalized medical marijuana. Under a 
bill passed in the last Lege session, and 
signed into law in June, at least three dispen¬ 
saries will be licensed by September 2017, 
to sell products with low levels of THC, such 
as cannabis oil, to patients diagnosed with 
intractable epilepsy, where seizures cannot 
be treated with traditional 
drugs. It’s a very limited pro¬ 
gram, perhaps the most limit¬ 
ed in the nation, but hey, this 
is Texas. Who thought we’d 
be here at all? 

And, perhaps because this 
is business-friendly Texas, the 
marijuantrepreneurs are scop¬ 
ing out the markets, even 
before the markets open up. 
Last week, the Cannabis 
Career Institute conducted 
a daylong seminar “teaching budding canna¬ 
bis entrepreneurs how to get started in the 
evolving industry.” And next month, the 
Medcan Foundation is offering a course of 
medical cannabis seminars, accredited for 
Continuing Legal Education credits, for legal 
professionals and prospective growers, pro¬ 
cessors, and licensees. See more info, or 
register, at www.medcanfoundation.com.

C ity Council used Tuesday’s work ses¬ 
sion to, among other things, take 
long-anticipated action on Type 2 
short-term rentals, ending with a vote ban¬ 
ning the non-owner-occupied STRs by 2022, 
to the anger of a sizable, blue-clad, pro-STR 
2 HomeAway faction that filled council 
chambers (see more in “The End of STR 
2s?” p.21). But that was far from the only 
thing on Council’s plate. 

The session began with three briefings, 
the first an update on the implementation 
of responses to the Zucker Report, which 
criticized Austin’s code permit process as 
“cumbersome and conflicting.” Rodney 
Gonzales, recently appointed director of 
the Development Services Department, 
told Council that staff has taken steps to 
improve the culture of customer service, 
including creating a web portal to assist 
small businesses through the development 
process, adding new staff, expanding cus¬ 
tomer wait areas, and automated permit¬ 
ting. Gonzales also signaled an expedited 
permitting process - reviewing and approv¬ 
ing a permit application in a day - on the 
horizon. (Council Member Leslie Pool 
called it an “interesting approach” but cau¬ 
tioned against fast-tracking permits that 
deserve closer scrutiny.) 

Brenda Branch, Austin Public Library 
director, followed with an update on the 
construction progress of the Central Libra¬ 
ry, scheduled to open on West Cesar Chavez 
Street in November. CM Don Zimmerman 
- who seldom misses a chance to disparage 
the library as unnecessary - called the proj¬ 
ect a “boondoggle,” eventually provoking 
Pool to call him out for being “unnecessari¬ 
ly argumentative.” 

Finally, CM Greg Casar delivered a pas¬ 
sionate presentation on the proposed Fair 
Chance Hiring ordinance, which he framed 
as a question of “racial justice.” The ordi¬ 
nance would delay background checks until 
later in the hiring process, to help provide 
better opportunities for former offenders 
re-entering the community. While some of 
his colleagues applauded the ordinance, 
CM Ellen Troxclair expressed opposition to 
a “blanket city policy.” (See “Getting Out¬ 
side the Box,” Oct. 9, 2015.) 

Outside executive session - which among 
other items addressed legal issues related 
to the officer-involved shooting of teenager 
David Joseph - the rest of Council’s lengthy 


work session focused on STR regs. Having 
closed the door on that topic (at least for the 
moment), what can we expect at today’s 
regular meeting (Feb. 25)? 

Mayor Pro Tern Kathie Tovo will intro¬ 
duce a resolution (Item 49) aimed at 
strengthening the city’s anti-discrimination 
policies. An outpouring of complaints of 
discrimination, primarily from female 
employees, followed the notoriously sexist 
presentation last March by a visiting official 
- in theory intended to educate staff on how 
to deal with a majority female Council. The 
blundering presentation angered council 
members and embarrassed City Manager 
Marc Ott, and eventually generated evi¬ 
dence that inequality is pervasive in city 
departments (see “On the Record: Sexism 
and the City,” Jan. 29). 


In November, the city’s Human Rights 
Commission offered a list of recommenda¬ 
tions to combat the disparate treatment, and 
Tovo is hoping to turn the key ones into poli¬ 
cy. Her resolution, co-sponsored by CMs Pool, 
Delia Garza, Ann Kitchen, and Mayor Steve 
Adler, directs the city manager to review the 
city’s nondiscrimination employment policies 
and practices, and return to Council by May 1 
with recommendations on how to improve 
employee protections. Austin AFSCME, the 
city employee union, is inviting workers who 
have experienced discrimination to show up 
to today’s meeting at 4:30pm. 

Other agenda highlights: 

• Item 48: A resolution, sponsored by CM Ora 
Houston, initiating historic zoning for East 
Austin’s Rosewood Courts, and supporting 
their nomination and inclusion in the 


National Register of Historic Places. Built in 
1939, Rosewood Courts were the first African- 
American public housing project in the U.S.; 
last year the complex was denied historic zon¬ 
ing by the Historic Landmark Commission. 

• Item 16: A resolution establishing this 
year’s process for performance reviews of 
the city manager, city clerk, city auditor, 
and clerk of the municipal court. (The city 
manager’s review could become conten¬ 
tious, as several CMs took aim at Ott on the 
10-1 campaign trail.) 

• Item 23: Adding 10 months to the interlo¬ 
cal agreement with UT for the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Justice grant-funded Restore 
Rundberg program. (The program has gen¬ 
erally been credited with success in dis¬ 
couraging criminal activity and improving 
neighborhood quality of life.) 

• Item 18: A resolution supporting an appli¬ 
cation by the Housing Authority of Travis 
County for an award of Low Income Hous¬ 
ing tax credits from the Texas Department 
of Housing and Community Affairs to help 
finance rehabilitation of two multi-family 
housing developments: Summit Oaks 
Apartments, located in District 10, and 
Alexander Oaks Apartments, located in 
District 8. (Although these projects are not 
in his district, Zimmerman has routinely 
objected to all low-income housing projects 
as “unsustainable and unaffordable.”) 

• Item 13: Authorize the city manager and 
other city officers to negotiate and execute 
all documents necessary to enter into a fed¬ 
eral Housing and Urban Development loan 
to finance the family business loan program 
in an amount up to $3,000,000. (Possible 
objections from Zimmerman.) 

• Item 43: Approve an ordinance amending 
city code related to council committees 
and council meeting procedures. Spon¬ 
sored by Casar, the measure would make it 
easier to bring items directly to Council, 
bypassing the council committee proce¬ 
dure. It seeks to make meeting more time 
efficient, an ongoing struggle for Council. 

• Item 55: This potential fiscal bombshell 
directs the city manager to develop a report 
with options for either reducing or com¬ 
pletely eliminating the General Fund and 
Economic Development transfers from 
Austin Water, either gradually, or immedi¬ 
ately in the next city budget. - Mary Tuma

Kitchen Recall Petitions Submitted 


Austin4AII, a local political action committee, turned in roughly 5,300 
signatures (about 10% more than the required 4,800) late Friday afternoon 
in support of their petition to force a recall of District 5 Council Member 
Ann Kitchen, whose term lasts through 2018. If there is a recall election, 
it would likely happen in November, rather than May 7, when Austin voters 
will vote on the ordinance dealing with regulation of transportation net¬ 
work companies (TNCs). 

The group, whose petition made accusations that Kitchen “has pur¬ 
posefully hurt businesses that employ citizens of Austin” (due to her 
desire to further regulate TNCs), is arguing that the petition’s submission 
on Friday was early enough to make the May 7 election. But that seems 
highly unlikely. Texas Election Code states that this type of election “shall 
be ordered not later than the 78th day before election day.” That day, in 
this case, was Feb. 19, the day the signatures were submitted. Before an 


election is ordered - which only City Council can do - the Austin City 
Clerk must certify the petition’s signatures, and has 20 days to do so 
under the City Charter, which means the issue might not reach Council 
until as late as March 18. Meanwhile, Austin4AII faces accusations of elec¬ 
tion law violations by attorney Fred Lewis. 

If the petition is validated, Kitchen has five days to resign instead of 
facing a recall election, but Kitchen has already said that she won’t be 
resigning. Notably, many of her constituents and fellow council members 
have supported her; Mayor Steve Adler told the Chronicle in late January 
that the recall petition is “a bad idea. Even if you disagree with Council 
Member Kitchen on this issue [regulation of TNCs], she is a hardwork¬ 
ing council member who is positioning us to do great things, I think, for 
mobility in this city.” - Mac McCann

The End of STR 2s? 


STR 2s may be on the verge of extinction 
here in Austin. 

During Tuesday’s work session, Council 
voted 9-2 to approve a set of regulations for 
Type 2 short-term rentals (STRs) - non- 
owner-occupied rental homes - after lengthy 
debate. Council Members Ellen Troxclair 
and Don Zimmerman voted against the long- 
awaited measure, which most notably phases 
out existing Type 2 units in residential areas 
by April 1, 2022. In November, Council placed 
a temporary moratorium on new Type 2s until 
spring 2017 - but the new ordinance impos¬ 
es a more permanent ban. There are more 
than 400 registered Type 2 STRs in Austin: 
units with no resident, that are rented out for 
no more than 30 days at a time. 

It’s unusual for Council to take action dur¬ 
ing work session, but they apparently decided 
they couldn’t kick the STR can down the road 
any longer, especially considering the count¬ 
less hours the debate had already devoured, 
beginning over three years ago with the previ¬ 
ous Council. Still, it’s extremely likely this will 
not be the last word on the subject. 


The ordinance also enacts a number of 
restrictions on Type 2s, including an occupan¬ 
cy limit, to go into effect in 10 days, that 
says no more than 10 adults or six unrelated 
adults can stay in a property. It requires a 
license to advertise a property and slaps 
owners with a fee if they submit an applica¬ 
tion when they’re operating without a license. 
It enforces mandatory inspections every 
three years for license renewal, and limits 
outside gatherings (i.e., parties) to 7am- 
10pm, with only six adults allowed to partici¬ 
pate. Separate amendments passed, includ¬ 
ing limits on sound from lOpm-lOam (CM 
Sheri Gallo) and removing a guest registry 
requirement (Troxclair). CM Ann Kitchen 
offered an unsuccessful motion to move the 
phase-out to 2027, saying she supports a full 
ban but wanted to give more time to the 
good actors. 

More than 100 STR Type 2 advocates and 
HomeAway employees marched from their 
offices to City Hall, where they flooded coun¬ 
cil chambers, wearing blue shirts and hold¬ 
ing signs that read, “Keep STRs in Austin.” 
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(The logic of the signs and shirts compelled 
CM Leslie Pool to assure the audience 
that, no matter what action is taken by 
Council there will still be STRs in Austin - 
just not Type 2s. “We’re expressing a prefer¬ 
ence for having the owner live on the proper¬ 
ty for many reasons,” she said.) HomeAway’s 
sizable show came after the local vacation 
rental company announced its self-policing 
initiative, “Stay Neighborly.” Meant to crack 
down on bad STR actors and alleviate con¬ 
cerns about Type 2s, the pilot program offers 
a complaint hotline and a zero tolerance pol¬ 
icy for disruptive renters. HomeAway CFO 
Lynn Atchison says Council is unfairly pun¬ 
ishing the vast majority of owners just 
because of a few bad actors. “We’re disap¬ 
pointed with this onerous level of regula¬ 
tion,” she said following the vote. 

The STR opponents who won the day charge 
that too often, Type 2 STRs have become 
“party houses” for tourists, create nuisance 
and sound disturbance for community resi¬ 
dents, and encroach upon the fabric of the 
neighborhood. Moreover - at the core of the 
problem for many - as Austin’s housing mar¬ 
ket faces a crisis, the residential units occu¬ 
pied by vacationers suck up available housing 
stock for local residents struggling with afford¬ 
ability, and generally drive up housing costs. 

Hoping to strike a balance (the name of 
his game in general), Mayor Steve Adler pro¬ 
posed an amendment - met with hearty 
applause from pro-STR 2 advocates - that 
sought to prevent, or at least delay, the 
phase-out. While admitting he wasn’t “com¬ 
pletely sure” if Type 2 STRs truly belong in 
the middle of neighborhoods, Adler lightly 
praised code enforcement in going after 
bad actors, and said the city is better off reg¬ 
ulating them (at least at this point) rather 
than permanently banning their use. Doing 
so could spark an underground market and 
invite lawsuits, he warned. Alder also remind¬ 
ed of some tools already in place: Only 3% of 
units per census tract (a small chunk, or a 
substantial portion of much-needed housing, 
depending on whom you ask) are allowed to 
be vacation rentals, and other rules limit the 
clustering of these properties. 

As a dogged critic of Type 2 STRs, Mayor 
Pro Tern Kathie Tovo reiterated her ada¬ 
mant opposition, calling the “mini-hotels” a 
“failed experiment” allowed by a previous 
council. Type 2s, she argued, aggravate the 
already beleaguered housing market and are 
part of the reason children and their fami¬ 
lies are forced away from Austin schools 
and out of their communities. STR 2s “are a 
bad decision, but we have an opportunity 
now to make the right one. ... I don’t 
believe commercial STRs are in the best 
interest of our schools and our residents,” 
said Tovo, who supports a full ban on Type 
2s, except in districts zoned commercial. 
Adler’s amendment to hold off on the phase¬ 
out until the current moratorium is complet¬ 
ed and reviewed was supported only by 
Gallo, Kitchen, Troxclair, and Zimmerman - 
and was thus defeated, 6-5. 

The end of Type 2 STRs? Perhaps for now 
- but it’s a good bet that Tuesday’s meeting 
was only the beginning of the next long-term, 
and contentious debate. - Mary Tuma

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Section 8 Renters File Suit 


ALLEGE ILLEGAL DISCRIMINATION AT FAIRWAY APT. COMPLEX 


Eight tenants of Fairway Village Apart¬ 
ments are suing property owners Sage 
Apartment Communities Inc. and their 
subsidiary Fairway Village Apartments LLC 
for unlawful mistreatment and negligence. 
The complex is a project-based Section 8 
property meaning it receives money from 
the U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development to offer reduced rental 
rates to low-income families. Tina Greene, 
one of the plaintiffs, said that with no 
affordable housing alternatives nearby, the 
tenants had no other choice but to seek jus¬ 
tice from the courts. “I think this lawsuit 
will show them that we are going to fight for 
our rights,” she said. 

The owners began major construction on 
the property in March 2015 to improve the 
complex’s outdated plumbing system. 
Residents say they were offered two options 
to compensate them for the inconvenience: 
a $2,400 stipend or a temporary stay at a 
nearby hotel. Some, however, claim that 
they never received the stipend after 
requesting it. Southwest Housing Compli¬ 
ance Corporation - the nonprofit subsid¬ 
iary of the city’s Housing Authority which 
serves as contract administrator for Section 
8 projects - investigated the complaint, 
along with 10 other complaints made 
against Fairway Village last year, but deter¬ 
mined the property management to be in 
compliance in every case. Greene feels that 
she and the others who complained have 
since faced retaliation from property man¬ 
agement. “They’ve singled out those of us 
who put up a fight,” she said. 

Unable to relocate, some families found 
themselves stuck in a construction zone. 
Tenants, some elderly or disabled, say they 
have had to deal with constant noise and 
random holes surrounding their residence. 



Greene’s mother, Rosemary Martinez, who 
uses a walker to get around, fell into one of 
the holes last year. “My leg was bruised and 
swollen,” she said. 

In coordination with the ongoing con¬ 
struction, residents say, the property man¬ 
agers have routinely shut off water and 
electricity to residents, often without warn¬ 
ing. These withholdings, said the plaintiffs’ 
attorney Brian McGiverin, constitute ille¬ 
gal discrimination against renters who are 
disabled, because it has a disproportionate 
effect on their health and well-being. In 
addition, the plaintiffs allege that property 


owners have deferred important repairs, 
including plumbing and heating mainte¬ 
nance. Some tenants have also spotted rats 
and cockroaches since construction started. 
“There’s no reason why we should be living 
like this,” Martinez said. “This isn’t some 
poor country, this is the United States! This 
is the capital of Texas!” 

Fairway Village was one of the sites hit by 
the Halloween floods last year, and the resi¬ 
dents claim that it was made even worse by 
construction workers failing to remove 
debris from the storm drain in the parking 
lot. As a result, many of the tenants’ vehi¬ 


cles were damaged. Marisol Gauna, a Fair¬ 
way tenant of six years, said that a represen¬ 
tative from Sage Apartment Communities 
Inc. had visited residents after the flooding 
and told them that they would be reim¬ 
bursed for repairs. Weeks later, they received 
a letter from the apartment office stating 
that there would be no reimbursements. 
Gauna, who paid out of pocket to repair her 
car, said that she felt slighted by property 
management. “One of the maintenance 
men told me that I should have been paying 
closer attention to the weather,” she said. 

In January of this year, the property own¬ 
ers threatened some tenants with eviction 
unless they paid thousands of dollars. 
According to McGiverin, considering that 
most Fairway Village renters pay around 
$200 each month, these excessive totals 
could only be arrived at by including late 
fees, which would contradict the terms of 
their lease, or by including unpaid rent 
from more than two years before, which is 
beyond the statute of limitations. Martinez, 
who has lived on the property for almost 
seven years, said that these threats were 
nothing new. “Almost every year there’s a 
new manager,” she said, “and every year 
they try this.” 

The plaintiffs are grateful that their testi¬ 
mony is finally being recognized. “We tried 
so hard,” Martinez said, “to get somebody to 
pay attention to what we’re going through, 
and nobody ever listened, until Brian start¬ 
ed working with us.” McGiverin said that 
the property owners have been able to shirk 
their legal obligations partly due to the city 
Code Enforcement Department’s failure to 
follow up with the tenants’ complaints. “It’s 
a matter of priority,” he said. “The Depart¬ 
ment focuses on inspecting higher-value 
properties Downtown or elsewhere rather 
than investigating claims made by people 
living in poverty.” 

At press time, Sage Apartment Commun¬ 
ities Inc. had not responded to the 
Chronicle’s request for comment.

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Campus Carry: Everybody’s Unhappy 


On Feb. 17, University of Texas at Austin 
President Gregory Fenves submitted to 
Chancellor William McRaven his policy rec¬ 
ommendations to comply with state law under 
Senate Bill 11, which will allow concealed 
carry of handguns on public college campus¬ 
es starting Aug. 1. While concealed guns will 
be banned in dorms, they will be allowed in 
classrooms, which has been the most conten¬ 
tious issue. “Under the law, I cannot adopt a 
policy that has the general effect of excluding 
licensed concealed handguns from campus,” 
Fenves wrote in an email to the UT communi¬ 
ty. “I agree with the working group that a 
classroom exclusion would have this effect.” 

Unlike public universities, private colleges 
have the option to opt out of campus carry, 
which almost all have done. So far, 24 pri¬ 
vate institutions in Texas have opted out, 
with not a single private campus opting in. 

Fenves has also appointed a 24-member 
Campus Carry Implementation Task 
Force, led by Associate Vice President for 
Campus Safety and Security Dr. Gerald R. 
Harkins, “to deal with the many aspects of 
implementing these policies.” 

His 25 policy recommendations are essen¬ 
tially the same as the Campus Carry Working 
Group recommendations, which were 
released on Dec. 10 (See “UT Working Group 
Recommends Allowing Guns in Classrooms,” 
Dec. 10). While guns will be allowed in class¬ 
rooms, concealed carry can be prohibited in 
single-occupant offices. Guns won’t be 
allowed in dorms; however, it should be 
noted that 80% of UT students live off-cam¬ 
pus and a person must be 21 years old to 
get a CHL in Texas, which excludes most 
undergraduate students. Those with weapons 
must keep them “on or about their person” 
at all times, and a holster must cover the 
trigger of the weapon. Anyone carrying a 
semi-automatic handgun can’t have a cham¬ 
bered round of ammo. 

It seems that the entire UT community is 
unhappy with the recommendations - from Gun 
Free UT to Students for Concealed Carry. 
Fenves himself wrote, “I do not believe hand¬ 
guns belong on a university campus, so this 


decision has been the greatest challenge of my 
presidency to date.” Acknowledging the wide¬ 
spread opposition to guns on campus, he con¬ 
tinued, “As a professor, I understand the deep 
concerns raised by so many. However, as presi¬ 
dent, I have an obligation to uphold the law.” 

Gun Free UT, while not necessarily sur¬ 
prised by the recommendations, is angry 
about them, especially that guns will be 
allowed in classrooms - a practice they say is 
dangerous, as well as damaging to the learn¬ 
ing environment and chilling on freedom of 
speech. The group says that they’re looking 
into possible legal action (as they have for 
months already), though they’re not sure if 
they’ll need to wait until Aug. 1 to file a law¬ 
suit or not. UT’s Steven Weinberg, a Nobel 
Prize-winning physicist, has already said that 
he will continue to ban guns in his classes 
next fall, regardless of the law - and is even 
willing to be the “test case” in court. 

On the other side, Students for Concealed 
Carry are also considering legal action, due to 
their opposition to two parts of the recommen¬ 
dations: the gun-free office policy and the emp¬ 
ty-chamber policy. The group condemned these 
recommendations when they were first pro¬ 
posed back in December, and they reiterated 
these points in a statement following Fenves’ 
letter. The statement denounced Fenves for 
choosing “to punt the issue to the courts rather 
than stand up to a cabal of fear-mongering pro¬ 
fessors.” Noting that they’re shifting their focus 
to litigation, the group “is confident that the uni¬ 
versity’s gun-free-offices policy and empty-cham¬ 
ber policy will not stand up to legal scrutiny.” 

And there could be even more legal issues 
for the university: Attorney General Ken 
Paxton already issued a nonbinding opinion 
stating that concealed carry should be 
allowed in dorms - which Fenves’ recommen¬ 
dations would ban. Paxton has said that if UT 
doesn’t allow guns in dorms, they might face 
a lawsuit from the state. 

In the meantime, the new implementation 
task force will work on policy guidelines. The 
University System Board of Regents can then 
adjust or reject Fenves’ recommendations with 
a two-thirds vote. -Mac McCann 


ELECTION NOTES 

What Presidential Bump? 

Anyone expecting high voter turnout in Travis 
County because of the highly contested presidential 
primaries is likely to be sorely disappointed. After eight 
of 11 days of early voting, only 44,605 ballots (6.9% 
of all registered voters) have been cast. Considering 
that early voting broke 20% in 2008 (the last time the 
White House was vacant), it seems impossible that 
primary turnout will reach those heady levels. In a wor¬ 
rying sign for progressives, GOP participation seems 
on track to match 2008, while Democratic turnout will 
be lucky to reach half those numbers. 

Not Early Enough 

Travis County Commissioners Court was scram¬ 
bling at a rare Sunday afternoon meeting to extend 
hours at five polling locations: It didn’t help that all 
but one were on the Eastside, raising suspicions of 
discrimination against minority voters. Meeting notice 
requirements delayed a fix, but by the final three days 
of E-voting (Wednesday through Friday), those polls 
have extended hours. 

ACC Votes 

Students at Austin Community College will be 
allowed to campaign on campus after an llth-hour 
agreement with the administration. Attorney Tim 
Mahoney initially requested a temporary restraining 
order against ACC after members of Students 4 Bernie 
were prevented on several occasions from running 
voter registration efforts and from passing out political 
literature. In a compromise that avoids a lawsuit, ACC 
Counsel Cobby Caputo agreed that students would 
be allowed to display material if they filled out a one- 
page form. Mahoney, a former ACC trustee, has said 
that the district urgently needs to clarify its rules about 
political speech on campuses.

“Cedar Park doesn’t want me to run for mayor.” 
That’s the conclusion that progressive activist Marshall 
Bennett has reached after Cedar Park City Secretary 
LeAnn Quinn told him that he had filled out his ballot 
access application incorrectly. The only problem is that 
he says she told him the week before that everything 
was fine. The seat is on the May 7 ballot, and former 
Austin Community College AFT union president 
Bennett had decided to challenge incumbent Matt 
Powell. On Feb. 18, he started filling out the necessary 
paperwork, and on Feb. 19 - deadline day - he went 
to City Hall to finalize the documents and hand them 
in. According to Bennett, he went through his forms 
with Quinn, she made sure all the right boxes had 
been checked, and then accepted his application. Then 
on Feb. 23, she contacted him and said his applica¬ 
tion was invalid because he did not tick the “territory 
elected from” box. Bennett has said he is unsure why 
she did not bring this to his attention when she was 
going over the form with him. He has raised this with 
City Attorney J.P. LeCompte but, Bennett said, “They 
won’t admit anything.” He called this “dirty politics” 
and an attempt to keep a progressive candidate off the 
ballot. He is considering legal action. 

Paltry Presidential Polling 

If you’ve been wondering who’s leading, you’re not 
alone. The first statewide poll in almost a month came 
courtesy of UT and the Texas Tribune across Feb. 12-19. 
On the Republican side, unsurprisingly, Texas’ own 
Sen. Ted Cruz leads wannabe oligarch Donald Trump 
by eight points, 37-29%. However, considering the poll 
of 1,200 registered voters has a margin of error of +/- 
2.8%, rising to 4.9% among likely Republican primary 
voters, that gap could be much bigger or much small¬ 
er. On the Dem side, recent polling has some seriously 
contradictory numbers for Hillary Clinton. The UT/ 
Tribune poll has her leading Sen. Bernie Sanders by 
10 points, 54-44%. But a Feb. 14-16 poll by Democratic

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Sixth Street Showdown 

APD’s Downtown Area Command contends with the unique pressures of the 

city’s entertainment district

Matthew Wallace wasn’t planning on spending the night 
in jail, but shortly after 2:30am, on Friday, Nov. 6, that’s 
where he found himself. Wallace and some friends, most 
visiting from San Antonio, were crossing Sixth Street after 
a night out enjoying Downtown Austin. Caught crossing 
against the light, Wallace and two others were arrested and 
sent to jail for a violation that usually results in a ticket. 

Three-year veteran Daniel 
McCameron was the Austin Police 
officer who decided to arrest Wallace. 

McCameron wrote, in an arrest war¬ 
rant filed that Friday morning, that a 
“Solid Red Hand” pedestrian signal 
was shining over Sixth Street as 
Wallace stepped into the crosswalk. 

McCameron “approached and asked 
Wallace to come forward.” Wallace 
“refused,” wrote McCameron, so “I 
approached Wallace on foot.” 

It was during McCameron’s sec¬ 
ond “approach” toward Wallace that 
Rolando Ramiro turned on his cam¬ 
era. Ramiro had been crossing the 
street with Wallace. His video, which he posted to Facebook 
when he got home, begins by showing McCameron pushing 
Wallace against the wall of a building. Wallace’s friend 
Jeremy King can be seen in the video’s background being 
physically restrained by two officers, identified later as 
12-year veteran Brian Huckaby and 20-year veteran Richard 
R. Munoz. The video shows all three officers, as well as a 
few others assisting, simultaneously taking King and 


Wallace to the ground. The officers knee and strike Wallace 
and King with their hands, while commanding them to stop 
resisting. The video also shows Wallace and King’s friend 
Lourdes Glen rushing over to King’s side as he lies face¬ 
down in the street. An officer points at Glen and shouts: 
“Back up or you’re going to jail.” She moves left; it’s not 
possible to tell from the video whether she also backs up. 


Officer Vanessa Jimenez grabs Glen by the arm and places 
her under arrest. 

Wallace, King, and Glen were taken to Travis County 
Jail. King and Glen were released later in the morning. A 
prosecutor decided several hours in Travis County Jail was 
even punishment for jaywalking, a Class C misdemeanor 
that rarely leads to arrest. Wallace, who was charged with 
resisting arrest in addition to jaywalking, was kept until 


that evening. His attorney told the Chronicle that his case 
is yet to be processed through the District Attorney’s 
intake division. 

Seemingly everybody in Austin had seen the video by 
Friday’s lunch break. At 2pm that day, APD released a state¬ 
ment saying they had “been made aware” of the incident 
and would review the officers’ response to resistance, as 
well as the incident in general, to determine what led up to 
the events captured in the video, and whether the officers’ 
actions were in compliance with department policy. The 
Austin Police Association’s meet-and-confer agreements 
grant APD Chief Art Acevedo 180 days to consider disci¬ 
plinary action, which in this case means a deadline of May 
4. King, Wallace, and Glen all say that they’ve yet to be 
contacted by Internal Affairs. 

The three are hoping that they will eventually. Given the 
opportunity, each would dispute the officer’s description of 
events. They say they were already midway across the 
street when they were told to stop walking: Did the officers 
want them to stop dead in the roadway? According to 
Wallace, who spoke with the Chronicle shortly after the 
incident, he heard McCameron’s commands and acknowl¬ 
edged them with King, but both agreed without consulting 
the officer that they could continue crossing the road. Six 
minutes after the incident began, the police conducted an 
informal interview with Ramiro, which was captured on his 
video. Ramiro said Wallace and King were both midway 
through the street when first told to stop walking. Ramiro 
also told the officer interviewing him that the pedestrian 
signal changed from “Stop” to “Walk” immediately after 
the group was told to stop walking and that either Wallace 
or King said “Man, fuck you, [indecipherable]” to the other 
before continuing. Both Wallace and King maintain that 
they were never asked for identification nor told they were 
under arrest. They remain puzzled as to how a petty misde¬ 
meanor sparked such an aggressive reaction from patrol¬ 
ling officers. 

On Monday, Feb. 15, King and Glen filed suit in federal 
court alleging that Munoz, Huckaby, Jimenez, and Officer 
Gustave Gallenkamp used excessive force arresting them, 
and discriminated against King because of his race. (Both 
King and Wallace are black. Glen is Latina. Wallace was 
advised against filing suit because of his pending charges 
with the D.A.’s office.) The lawsuit also argues that Glen’s 
arrest violates her right to free speech - questioning why 
King was being arrested. 

“What happened here was outrageous,” says attorney 
Brian McGiverin, who represents King and Glen. 
“Everybody here deserves better. They deserve a police 
department that abides by the Constitution.” 

A “DIRTY” JOB

sands of drunk Austinites and out-of-town- 
ers, in a rapidly expanding entertainment 
district that happens to contain the city’s 
nexus of homeless resources. 

Consider this: In 2005, Austin’s enter¬ 
tainment sprawl had not yet reached East 
Austin and Rainey Street, and was just 
beginning to hit West Sixth, then a much 
more sedate stretch of beer bars than the 
scene it is today A Chronicle story from 
last decade (“Sixth Street Blues,” March 
18, 2005) notes that Downtown patrol car¬ 
ried 103 full-time positions - including 
sergeants, corporals, and lieutenants - 
back then, when “Downtown patrol” 
stretched from 1-35 to Lamar, and Dean 
Keeton to the lake. Today, DTAC supports 
110 sworn full-time employment positions 
(FTEs), a difference of seven positions 
over 10 years. 

Yet DTAC patrol has seen an unimagina¬ 
ble amount of growth in that time. Eight 
thousand new Downtown residents accom¬ 
pany 2,479 new condominiums, 4,353 apart¬ 
ment units, and 8,000 new hotel rooms. 

More than 1,500 of each are either in con¬ 
struction or planning stages, according to 
numbers provided by the Downtown Austin 
Alliance. An entertainment district once 
confined to Sixth Street’s four blocks, the 
Warehouse District, and Red River Street’s 
rock clubs now extends two miles east-to- 
west. The Greater Austin Crime Commis¬ 
sion estimates that 20,000-60,000 people go 
Downtown each weekend night. 

Then there’s the homeless population. 

Front Steps, the organization that operates 
the Austin Resource Center for the Home¬ 
less, did not respond to requests to confirm 
the number of individuals they serve. But 
the population that does live Downtown 
survives in a volatile environment, which 
has the potential to exacerbate the mental 
problems that landed some people on the 
street in the first place. APD says that 26% 
of DTAC calls concern the transient popula¬ 
tion. Of those, 39% lead to transient arrests. 


Sixth, and East Austin. “Sixth Street alone 
requires almost every foot patrol resource we 
can throw at it at the witching hour - mid¬ 
night until 3am. That is very manpower- 
resource-intensive on those nights.” 

It’s a constant refrain in civil service that 
you do the best you can with the resources 
you’ve been allotted. That’s nowhere more 
evident than with DTAC police on weekends. 



The Greater Austin Crime Commission estimates 
that 20,000-60,000 people go Downtown 
each weekend night. 


The listed victim is considered transient in 
12% of the aforementioned calls. Assistant 
Chief Chris Mcllvain, who oversees DTAC 
and Region 1, says APD can tweak those 
statistics either way by changing the degree 
to which it enforces certain ordinances, an 
option that’s typically contingent on creat¬ 
ing overtime shifts for officers. (The depart¬ 
ment is constantly threatening to exceed its 
overtime budget.) 

The officers assigned to DTAC divide into 
shifts of 12 officers, though each shift 
throughout the department currently runs 
at a one vacancy minimum, meaning that in 
practice the DTAC shifts never consist of 
more than 11 officers. When officers are 
suspended, put on administrative duty, or 
need to go on family or medical leave, those 


shifts shrink even smaller - and therefore 
more reliant on overtime dollars to fill 
what’s missing. On a typical weekend night 
in DTAC, APD deploys three shifts around 
the city, with a few on bikes, a few in cars, 
and the rest on walking beat. Come mid¬ 
night, those officers assemble into three 
groups - DTAC calls them pods, for the way 
the officers arrange in a circle with their 
backs facing one another, so they can see 
fully around the area - stationed one-block- 
and-a-half from one another, along Sixth 
Street’s four-block stretch of bars. 

“What we have seen in the Downtown 
area: Any Thursday, Friday, and Saturday 
night has almost become a mini-special 
event,” Mcllvain tells the Chronicle. “We’ve 
grown and grown,” extending to Rainey, West 


BRINGING ORDER TO CHAOS 

In January 2013, after considering that 
the Downtown beast had grown four heads, 
APD extracted its Downtown Area Com¬ 
mand from the larger Region 1 so that it 
could more accurately track what was hap¬ 
pening within the area, and better allocate 
resources to the unique stretch of the city. 

Mcllvain was Region 1 commander in 
2011. “What I quickly found was that DTAC 
was borrowing resources from those other 
areas at such a regular occurrence that it 
almost made sense,” he says. “Why split these 
duties over three very time-intensive areas 
when DTAC could use all of those resources 
itself? The gentrification, the expansion, it 
just made sense to have a chain of command 
that could just focus on Downtown.” 

The chaotic street has yielded to a flexi¬ 
ble form of patrol. 

“We don’t just say, ‘Okay, you guys are 
walking, you guys are cars, and you guys 
are bikes,”’ Mcllvain continues. “It’s a very 
fluid assignment based on what we’re deal¬ 
ing with. On a busy, very congested night, 
you might take extras from cars and make 
sure more officers are on foot - or put them 
on bikes. If it’s cold out and we don’t have 
the foot traffic, you might have more cars 
out on the perimeter.” 

He says DTAC Commander Pat Cochran 
tries to keep at least four officers in cars at 
all times so that responses can be made 
around the other entertainment pockets 
within the area. On weekends that assign¬ 
ment typically falls on Metro Tactical Teams 
(street-level response teams that specialize

in criminal and narcotic arrests) that are 
brought in on rotations from other regions. 
The department used to pull individual offi¬ 
cers from the five surrounding regions to 
handle vehicle patrol, but found that com¬ 
munication breakdowns often popped up 
when the officer needed assistance - tough 
for your chain of command to help with 
anything Downtown when that chain of 
command’s station is off Slaughter Lane. A 
switch came this last November. 

APD deploys additional patrol through its 
mounted unit - two teams of a sergeant (or 
corporal) and four officers riding horseback 
from the department’s Special Events Unit - 
to traverse Sixth Street every night. Officers 
consider the horses to be “force multipliers” 
in the area. They’re able to break up any 
groundswell just by walking through. 

There are constant groundswells around 
Sixth Street: outside the bar, in line for pizza, 
or simply standing in the street. It’s a phe¬ 
nomenon I witnessed firsthand in early 
October when I shadowed a pod of officers 
between Toulouse and Bar 512 to see the com¬ 
motion from their sight lines. The team of 11 
had two officers on family leave and another 
out due to injury. Others were in on overtime. 


Much of the evening’s earlier hours are 
spent taking pictures with tourists and giv¬ 
ing out directions to lost partiers. The job 
takes a while; APD shifts have officers out 
10 hours at a time, no matter the region. 
DTAC officers get to know Sixth’s regular 
players: bouncers, food truck owners, and 
transients. They point to teenagers they say 
sell baking soda masked as cocaine, and 
visit with one grown man wearing an ankle 
monitor, whom a few of the veteran officers 
used to arrest on drug busts throughout his 
youth. One officer who built a smartphone 
app with information on Downtown busi¬ 
nesses got clever and convinced a homeless 
guy who often stands in the middle of Sixth 
Street holding a cardboard sign to let him 
run advertising for the app on the sign’s 
blank backside. 

Most of these officers learn to enjoy 
Sixth Street, but they can be hesitant going 
in. Part of that reticence has to do with the 
demands of the beat: They’re on their feet 
for the full shift, and use of force is stan¬ 
dard. It’s their job to quell drunks, or bust 
homeless people when they sleep in door¬ 
ways. There are thousands of people 
around them; they go to work expecting to 
break up fights. 



“Almost every time, 
you know [you will] 
have to put your hands 
on someone,” admits 
Mcllvain.

signs of what the department calls “poten¬ 
tial areas of concern,” from six instances of 
response to resistance per year to nine. 
(Five officers exceeded the threshold in 
2015, he says.) “You could go a whole shift in 
another part of the city; aside from putting 
handcuffs on them and taking them to jail, 
that would be the extent of your physical 
altercations. Downtown, you are in a scuffle 
and you’ve got this huge crowd around you. 
It’s not just doing your job, it’s doing your 
job in this environment.” 

Should that happen - should an officer 
put their hands on a civilian, whether to 
arrest them or just attempt to calm them 
down - it’s become routine someone will 
film it. 

“Five years ago when a fight broke out 
you saw the crowd move back and let [the 
officers] do their job,” says Mcllvain. “We’re 
seeing the opposite now. You see the crowd 
close in; generally [because they want] to 
get a picture of what’s going on. You got 
social media, cameras. You have people 
climbing on officers’ backs to get the first 
photo. What used to take four officers 
responding to a disturbance is now going to 
take more.” APD procedures currently send 
additional officers to arrest scenes on Sixth 
Street to establish space for the arresting 
officer to work. 

Last fall, changes in DTAC working con¬ 
ditions led Austin Police Association Pres¬ 
ident Ken Casaday to take a tour of the 
local TV newscasts to talk about how the 


officers assigned to DTAC didn’t want to 
work there any longer, and lament the pro¬ 
cess by which the chiefs’ Fifth Floor has 
chosen to staff the area. To hear Casaday 
tell it, staffing Downtown - once the choice 
beat of patrolling officers - is now the bot¬ 
tom of the rung, with officers - often young 
officers just off their 15-month probation¬ 
ary period - getting assigned to work there 
against their wishes. 

It’s menial, he says, unless they’ve got to 
make a potentially violent arrest. (Another 
unofficial axiom of law enforcement is that 
response to resistance arrests will almost 
always appear overly violent.) Casaday has 
stressed that overexposure to the area can 
lead to work fatigue. But he says the pro¬ 
cess for getting disgruntled officers out of 
DTAC is tough. A patrol freeze brought on 
by the current staffing shortage (APD cur¬ 
rently claims more than 130 FTE vacancies) 
keeps current regional patrol counts set. 
Both Casaday and Mcllvain say reassign¬ 
ments are only being executed in extenuat¬ 
ing circumstances. 

Speaking for the department, Mcllvain 
tells the Chronicle that Casaday’s claims 
that officers don’t want to work DTAC any¬ 
more are more likely representative of a few 
outlying instances. And he maintains that 
DTAC is not getting staffed with rookie 
cops. Only 27% of patrolling officers have 
been on the force for fewer than three years, 
he says, and 21% have been on for 3-6, leav-

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FIVE FACTS GARY COBB 

DOESN'T WANT VOTERS TO KNOW 



In 1994, an Austin-area court ordered Travis County District Attorney candidate Gary Cobb to pay his former wife nearly $20,000 as part of the couple’s 
divorce and child-custody proceedings. He failed to comply for more than 20 years, sparking a legal battle that brought the following facts to light. 


FACT: Gary Cobb admitted to a pattern of inappropriate relations with women in the workplace. 

In sworn testimony, Gary Cobb admitted to having inappropriate relationships with several female staff members of the Travis 
County District Attorney’s Office, even acknowledging that he paid for one of them to have an abortion. He now claims he was 
unaware of any policy against such behavior, ignoring federal laws regarding hostile work environments. 

FACT: Gary Cobb was fired for misconduct as a prosecutor. 

In sworn testimony, Gary Cobb admits he was fired for misconduct from his job as a prosecutor at Austin Municipal Court. Cobb 
chose to file a complaint against his supervisor, an African-American woman, rather than accept responsibility for his behavior. 

FACT: Gary Cobb's family members accused him of domestic violence. 

Two of Gary Cobb’s family members testified in court that Cobb pinned his former wife to the floor of their home while the 
couple’s children watched. Cobb’s former wife testified that he threatened to kill her on another occasion, once again in the 
presence of their children. 

FACT: Gary Cobb has contradicted himself under oath. 

Gary Cobb has testified that he sold some Mississippi real estate to his brother, making it impossible for a court to seize the 
land for unpaid legal judgments. He repeatedly swore under oath that he drafted, signed, and notarized the deed of sale, but he 
has failed to produce a copy, and Mississippi state records show no such deed. When confronted on the matter in August 2015, 
Cobb changed his story, claiming he didn’t believe his previous testimony was accurate. 

FACT: A judge sentenced Gary Cobb to jail for failure to follow court orders. 

A judge found Gary Cobb in contempt of court and sentenced him to jail for his failure to comply with court orders, such as his finan¬ 
cial obligations to his wife and child. The jail sentence was later reduced to probation and eventually discharged, but even after Cobb 
entered the race for district attorney he still owed more than $160,000 in unpaid judgments. He reportedly settled the debt after accept¬ 
ing a large loan from Chuck Herring, an Austin lawyer who is very active in area politics. Since the loan may be a political contribution 
in disguise, Travis County residents who vote for Cobb may wind up electing a district attorney in debt to a powerful Austin lawyer.

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ing 52% of the officers as having six years of 
experience or more. Mcllvain says the 
department would never staff DTAC with 
officers still on probation, but concedes that 
the area patrol is shifting younger. “Senior¬ 
ity counts for something down here,” he 
says. “We’re not going to pull a 10-year offi¬ 
cer [from another region] when a brand-new 
guy off probation who did good is available. 
There’s no expectation that you have the 
same tenure.” 

Mcllvain admits that the command 
region puts officers in difficult circum¬ 
stances. But while the Fifth Floor believes 
that sending a green cop to DTAC to get 
some experience can be beneficial, Casaday 
worries that throwing an officer to the 
wolves Downtown can wreak havoc on 
employee happiness - and potentially dam¬ 
age the early stages of their career. 

One such example of the unique rigors on 
Sixth Street became evident shortly after 
1:30am on the night that I went out. A report 
came in that multiple gunshots were fired 
around Seventh Street and Neches, between 
the ARCH and the Caritas building, which 
on weekends converts to a booking station 
and staging grounds for officers patrolling 
DTAC. The pod split up; half of the officers 
broke for the scene of the shooting, and 
found two shells but no assailant. (A sus¬ 
pected shooter was arrested later in the 
evening.) On our way back to Sixth Street, a 
young couple ran up to the officers upset 
about how one of the cops had pushed the 
boyfriend out of his way in his pursuit of the 
crime scene. The officer explained that they 
were on their way to a potential live shoot¬ 
ing, apologized, but made clear that in this 
case his physicality was merely the cost of 
doing business. 

While this was happen¬ 
ing, the girlfriend had 
started an argument with 
a cop-watching activist 
she believed was getting 
in the way of her boy¬ 
friend’s conversation with 
APD. I noticed upon hear¬ 
ing her complaints how 
close he was when filming 
the discussion. One of the 
officers speaking with the 
boyfriend asked for the 
activist to step back. He 
moved the prescribed dis¬ 
tance back and shouted 
the words “Disturbance!” 
and “Unlawful!” through the remainder of 
the officer’s interaction with the couple. 

COPS VS. COP WATCHERS 

The activist was Julian Reyes, a 47-year- 
old street artist who identifies as semi¬ 
homeless. He’s a known figure among 
DTAC patrol, having first started cop watch¬ 
ing in the summer of 2013 after an officer 
shot his dog outside of a South Austin stor¬ 
age facility Reyes rented. He currently has a 
civil case pending against the city and 
members of APD. 

Reyes has been arrested for interfering 
with police activity, and for crossing against 


a light. Both times he was filming law 
enforcement with his camera. He says that 
he’s routinely subject to intimidation and 
harassment by APD, whether by way of an 
officer putting hands on him or telling him 
to stop filming from a certain location 
already being occupied by other people. 

Most cops associate Reyes with the Peace¬ 
ful Streets Project, the most visible cop¬ 
watching activist group in Austin; but Reyes 
considers himself more independent. He 
touts his connection to the homeless news¬ 
paper The Challenger Street Newspaper. 
Reyes believes in filming everything. In 
three years, he’s captured thousands of 
hours of city business - a large portion of it 
uneventful - uploading it to one of his many z 
YouTube channels. His most active channel § 
is called Lizzardo Giganticus. Earlier that S 
night on Sixth Street, shortly after assem- * 
bling into a pod, one officer spotted Reyes | 
filming from behind a nearby tree. 

The topic of Peaceful Streets came up 
frequently that night. Most of the conversa¬ 
tion concerned how many nights its mem¬ 
bership has spent documenting menial 
police activity. “They never catch anything,” 
say officers. PSP membership refutes this, 
saying it captures tiny infractions all the 
time. Members say it’s only when a video 
captures the general public’s attention that 
the department chooses to investigate. 

Indeed, it was a February 2015 video from 
Peaceful Streets that got Officer Otho 
DuBoise in trouble. The 14-year veteran 
was working DTAC patrol on Feb. 15 when 
he saw Joseph Cuellar dance too close, he 
believed, to one of the mounted patrol units 
walking by. Video recorded by PSP member 
Richard Boland shows DuBoise approach¬ 
ing Cuellar from a distance, throwing him 


to the ground, and arresting him without 
Cuellar offering any resistance. (Cuellar 
was charged by APD with public intoxica¬ 
tion, interfering with police animals, and 
resisting his arrest. The first two charges 
never made it to court. Downtown 
Community Court Administrator Peter 
Valdez told the Chronicle that the PI charge 
is still pending.) Nightly news caught wind; 
the Fifth Floor launched an investigation. 
Six months later, news emerged that 
DuBoise received a written reprimand, the 
lowest form of punishment passable 
through civil service - a citation not open to 
public records. He also received a promo¬ 


tion from detective to sergeant. The depart¬ 
ment declined to confirm whether the pro¬ 
motion was the direct result of any hearing. 

Additionally, it was Antonio Buehler, 
PSP’s founder, who captured footage of 
Detective Ricky Jones refusing to identify 
himself to Buehler, and making threaten¬ 
ing statements about Buehler’s First 
Amendment right to film police from a 
reasonable distance (which fluctuates 
based on discretion but often extends to 15 
feet). Buehler posted the video to Peaceful 
Streets’ YouTube page and filed a com¬ 
plaint against Jones. Jones received a 
10-day suspension for violating APD Policy 
302.2, Interaction With Community, and 

One of the officers 
speaking with the 
boyfriend asked for the 
activist to step back. 

He moved the prescribed 
distance back and shouted 
the words “Disturbance!” 
and “Unlawful!” through 
the remainder of the 
officer’s interaction with 
the couple. 

Policy 900.3.2, Acts Bringing Discredit 
Upon the Department. 

“We have [caught things],” says Buehler. 
“The problem is, Internal Affairs is always 
like, ‘Nope, we don’t see anything here.’ 
Even though everybody can just go to 
YouTube and say, ‘That [officer] is assault¬ 
ing someone.’” 

Both the department and association rou¬ 
tinely contest PSP’s assertions. They say 
that civilian footage often fails to capture an 
incident’s full context, and rarely depicts 
use-of-force arrests in an accurate manner. 
Casaday accuses the activists specifically of 
antagonizing and routinely interfering with 


the work of his patrolling officers. “There’s 
a problem when you violate someone’s 
space,” he says. “Don’t get in my face and 
start cursing and yelling at me. It’s abso¬ 
lutely inappropriate and unprofessional. 
You can, but expect a bad reaction.” 

On June 7, 2015, after a Saturday night 
spent on Sixth Street, a gamer visiting town 
for X Games weekend posted a video to 
YouTube that shows nine DTAC patrol offi¬ 
cers executing the arrest of a black male. 
(To reiterate Mcllvain’s assessment: A pub¬ 
lic desire to film fights has required more 
officers to secure arrest scenes.) In this 
case, officers called in the mounted patrol 
to help establish a safe working area. 

Twenty seconds into the clip, one mount¬ 
ed officer making her way around the north 
side of the scene passes by a man who’s 
holding his phone high in the air so that he 
can record the scene. The officer grabs his 
cell phone. Immediately after, another offi¬ 
cer pepper sprays the person. 350,000 peo¬ 
ple watched the video in its first week 
online. The department acknowledged it 
and said an investigation was ongoing. 

Veteran officers noted privately the man¬ 
ner in which the filmer who got pepper 
sprayed was holding his phone up in the air 
when it got snatched - an indication that it 
was closer to the mounted patrol officer’s 
face than the YouTube video let on. In 
December, a source told the Chronicle that 
the mounted patrol officer received a writ¬ 
ten reprimand. 

“OBVIOUS ANTAGONISM” 

On Feb. 1, 2016, after complaints made to 
the Office of the Police Monitor alleging 
APD misconduct were found to be unsub¬ 
stantiated by APD Internal Affairs, Reyes 
went before the Citizen Review Panel to 
voice his concerns in public forum. The 
panel heard testimony on three incidents: 
two that occurred on Feb. 15, 2015, and a 
third from June 2014. 

The first complaint dealt with Boland’s 
video. In addition to issues with DuBoise’s

actions, Reyes accused the mounted 
patrol officers of violating the depart¬ 
ment’s responsibility to the community 
Reyes said that the mounted units func¬ 
tion as “battering rams” to break up 
crowds, and wondered aloud if their pres¬ 
ence was truly necessary He also men¬ 
tioned how another officer, who declined 
to identify himself after the incident, told 
Boland: “Get a life.” 

The second derived from an incident 
later that same evening. Reyes alleged that 
DTAC Officer Thomas Griffin walked delib¬ 
erately toward him while he was filming 
and forced him out of the way. Another 
officer, Aljoe Garibay, followed Griffin in his 
path. Garibay stood in front of Reyes and 
yelled at him to get out of the way. Reyes 
said the two officers intentionally targeted z 
him and that certain DTAC officers rou- ° 

cc 

tinely take extraordinary issue with activ- S 
ists who film police. * 

Reyes’ final complaint detailed an inci- o 
dent last June in which he was arrested for 
jaywalking. He stated that he believed the 
arresting officer, Spencer Bradley, busted 
him for the rarely enforced ordinance 
because he was annoyed that Reyes video¬ 
taped an earlier detainment that he worked. 
Bradley confiscated Reyes’ camcorder and 
stopped it from recording during Reyes’ 
arrest. Reyes believed that both actions 
were retaliatory. 

Because the three complaints were heard 
together, Reyes was given 30 minutes to 
speak before the volunteer panel. He point¬ 
ed to other incidents in which he believed 
he was retaliated against, and times in 
which he considered officers to be antago¬ 
nistic or rude. He spoke of how APD offi¬ 
cers take an Internal Oath of Office and 
have a code of ethics by which they agreed 
to abide. 

After his time was up, he ceded the floor 
to Boland, who spoke briefly and reiterated 
much of what Reyes had said. Boland’s last 
remarks were clear: “Obviously, we return 
the hatred for them, but we’re not under 
policy not to.” 

The panel broke into executive session 
after Boland’s comments. One week later, 
the CRP issued a memo to Acevedo. The 
memo made clear that the panel agreed the 
officers involved in Reyes’ three complaints 
did not violate APD policy; however, it also 
issued a recommendation to the chief. 

“We urge you to review - and revise if 
necessary - if APD’s policies and/or stan¬ 
dard operating procedures with regards to 
staffing the Downtown Austin area. While 
not rising to the level of a policy violation, 
the obvious antagonism between some of 
the accused officers and the Peaceful 
Streets Project activist is troubling because 
we know that the weekly contact between 
APD personnel and PSP activists will con¬ 
tinue. The situation seems ripe for a blowup 
and should be addressed. 

“We ask you to consider whether APD 
command staff is asking too much of the 
officers assigned to the evening and night 
in the Downtown Austin area. We fear that 
over time, the repetitive use of force 


required to address the needs and 
demands of the homeless, the Downtown 
Austin businesses, the hordes of intoxi¬ 
cated individuals, the unruly crowds, and 
the activists may cause DTAC officers to, 
perhaps unknowingly and unintentionally, 
use an ever increasing amount of force. We 
also fear that over time, the constant 
stress of working amongst all these indi¬ 
viduals will become unmanageable for 
DTAC officers. If either of those fears 
come to pass, our Downtown will be less 
safe for all involved. 

“We ask you to consider whether other 
staffing models and crowd management 
tools - for instance: shorter DTAC tours 
before officers are rotated out into the other 
areas of the city and innovative ‘softer’ 
crowd control techniques that have been suc¬ 
cessfully used by other police departments 
- would better serve Austin’s public safety 
and our frontline officers and supervisors.” 

TINE FOR A CHANGE? 

Tensions have historically run high 
between the review panel, department, and 
the union, often due to disagreements over 
the CRP’s recommendations to the chief on 
critical incidents. That’s only one half of 
the CRP’s job, however: to review and offer 
recommendations for APD’s critical inci¬ 
dents. History has shown that neither 
department execs nor the rank-and-file see 
eye-to-eye with the folks appointed by the 
city manager to act as civic liaisons. 
(Certain CRP critics contest that the board 
shouldn’t consider specific critical inci¬ 
dents at all.) 

The other half of the job authorizes the 
panel to submit recommendations for 
review on departmental issues and patterns 
it believes could become harmful to both 
officers and the public. That’s different. It’s 
a bit more humanizing. It applies more 
basically to a situation like the one cur¬ 


rently relevant to Downtown. 

Casaday tells the Chronicle that he was 
happy to see the panel address the issue via 
memo. He says he asked the department to 
make it possible for officers to get trans¬ 
ferred out of DTAC once they’ve been there 
for two years, but says staffing shortages 
and trouble keeping patrol numbers level 
throughout the city have made adjustments 
like that more difficult. He says that 
Acevedo has been more diligent of late 
responding to officers who say they need 
out of Downtown. 

“[Right now] the only way to identify the 
problem is if the officer acts out,” he says. 
“Maybe [that officer’s] fuse is a little short 
because he’s been down there too long. I 
know some people who have been down 
there for five years; they love it. They love 
that area. But not everybody’s meant for 
that job.” 

Police Monitor Margo Frasier reports the 
chief met with the CRP in early February to 
discuss the DTAC region. “I appreciate [the 
CRP’s] frustration,” she says. “I have a great 
respect for the individuals who serve on the 
panel. I think they’re dedicated. I watch 
them in action. I think they take their job 
seriously and don’t make recommendations 
willy nilly. I think they make recommenda¬ 
tions with the eye on improving police rela¬ 
tions with the community.” 

Acevedo told the Chronicle last Thursday 
that his executive staff and DTAC com¬ 
mand were considering an analysis and 
response to the panel’s recommendations 
and expected a finalized version early this 
week. On Tuesday (Feb. 23), Cochran report¬ 
ed that a draft was sent to Internal Affairs 
for review. Acevedo told the Chronicle the 
memorandum was still in draft; he had not 
had the chance to review Cochran’s 
response. ■

in, and an investigation of the call is ongoing. > 


Channeling George Carlin 

“Military Intelligence”: The head of U.S. 
Navy intelligence has for more than two years 
been prohibited from accessing classified 
information (as the Pentagon disclosed to 
The Washington Post in January). Vice Admiral 
Ted Branch came under investigation in 2013 
in a corruption scandal involving a foreign 
defense contractor and various Navy person¬ 
nel and might have been suspended from all 
duties - except that, given the political grid¬ 
lock in Washington, no consensus candidate 
has emerged. No charges have been filed 
against Branch, but before he enters any 
room at the Pentagon, classified material 
must be stowed away. 

Recurring Themes 

New World Order: 1) Yet another woman 
gave birth to her own granddaughter in 
January. Tracey Thompson, 54, offered to be 
the surrogate mother for her fertility-chal¬ 
lenged daughter, Kelley, and delivered a 
6-pound, 11-ounce girl at the Medical Center 
in Plano, Texas. 2) After notable successes 
in the United States, Latin America claimed 
in December its first transgender pregnancy 
after Ecuadorean Fernando Machado 
announced he was expecting a child with his 
partner Diane Rodriguez. Fernando used to 
be “Maria”; Diane used to be “Luis”; and 
although both undergo hormone therapy, they 
have retained their birth organs. 

Overexcited police departments occasional¬ 
ly feel the need to safeguard towns by zeal¬ 
ous enforcement of anti-gambling laws. In 
November, police in Altamonte Springs, Fla., 
raided the Escondido Community Clubhouse, 
formally shutting down the retirement village’s 
games of bingo, bunko, penny poker, and - 
most controversially - the weekly sessions of 
the culturally venerated mahjongg. Although 
none of the games is illegal under state law, 
advertising for-money games is, and the notic¬ 
es in the Heritage Florida Jewish News were 
such attention-getters that the pots for the 
games often grew to exceed the $10 legal 


maximum. (Given mahjongg’s 
sociological significance, news of 
the bust was even reported in 
Jerusalem’s Times of Israel.) 

Perspective: On the heels of a 
similar program in Richmond, 

Calif., Washington, D.C.’s D.C. Council autho¬ 
rized funding in January to pay stipends to 
notorious criminals if they stop committing 
crimes. Police would identify up to 50 residents 
likely to violently offend again in 2016 and offer 
them periodic cash payments plus special train¬ 
ing and educational benefits - as long as they 
stay out of trouble. Officials in Richmond (once 
overwhelmed by gun deaths) say their program, 
commenced almost 10 years ago, has pro¬ 
duced a 76% drop in gun-related crime. 

Reports of the prominence of animal urine 
in various cultures’ health regimens have sur¬ 
faced periodically in “News of the Weird,” and 
in December, in Al Qunfudhah, Saudi Arabia, 
a shop selling camel urine (with a long histo¬ 
ry of alleged medicinal qualities) was closed 
by authorities after they found 70 camel-urine 
bottles actually filled with shopkeeper urine. 

Awkward: In January, Israeli television jour¬ 
nalist Eitam Lachover became the latest to 
be injured in a high-profile test of a “protec¬ 
tive” vest when he volunteered to be stabbed 
on camera for a news segment. Vest compa¬ 
ny officials’ faces turned quickly sour as the 
blade penetrated the vest (though the wound 
was described as “light”). 

In January, 15-year-old Anthony Ruelas, try¬ 
ing to rescue a classmate gasping from an 
asthma attack, became the latest casualty in 
public schools’ relentless insistence on “zero 
tolerance” of any deviation from rules. 
Gateway Middle School in Killeen, Texas, sus¬ 
pended Ruelas for two days for what others 
called his “heroic” assistance in gathering 
the girl in his arms and taking her to the 
nurse’s office - while the teacher, following 
“procedure,” waited passively for a nurse to 
email instructions. (Ruelas had defied the 
teacher, declaring, “Fuck that - we ain’t got 
time to wait for no email from the nurse.”) 


The school district’s superintendent later 
cited a federal law that he interpreted as jus¬ 
tifying the procedure. 

Age-Old Prank Fails: Will Lombardi, 19, was 
charged with arson in Northampton, Mass., 
in January after he acknowledged that “prob¬ 
ably” he was the one who left a flaming box 
of excrement on the front porch of the family 
with whose daughter he was feuding. The fire 
was supposed to alarm the victim, who would 
try to stomp it out, thus spreading the feces 
and soiling the stomper’s shoes. In this 
case, however, the fire had spread a bit. 
(Bonus: Lombardi’s box selection was a used 
mailer with Lombardi’s name and address 
still readable.) 

Least Competent Criminals: 1) In January, 
a 27-year-old man in North Pole, Alaska, 
became the most recent forced to flee a 
crime scene on foot because he had locked 
his keys inside the getaway car. He was iden¬ 
tified by surveillance video outside the two 
businesses he burglarized, but he was still at 
large. 2) Also in January, David Boulet, in 
Tacoma, Wash., became the most recent to 
haplessly try to steal a police car. As officers 
chased him on an earlier charge, Boulet 
spotted a parked, marked squad car (with 
lights flashing), but apparently thought, in the 
night’s darkness, that the car was momen¬ 
tarily unoccupied. He climbed in - and land¬ 
ed on the lap of a Tacoma police sergeant in 
the front seat.

Women of Mystery 

Investigating the latest “persons of interest” 
in Texas’ literary crime scene 

Wrap the yellow tape around Texas. It’s just one big crime scene, judging from all the 
murder and mayhem to be found in the Mystery sections of your local libraries and book¬ 
stores. More than 100 series - that’s series, not just single books - have been created around 
gumshoes and sleuths figuring out whodunit in what’s supposed to be the Friendship 
State, and more are being added all the time. You might figure that in such a cutthroat 
bidness, good ol’ boys would dominate, just as they do at the Lege, but when it comes to 
penning Lone Star crime fiction, the gals outgun the guys roughly 10 to 7. Indeed, the last 
year has been a good one for Texas’ women of mystery, and submitted as evidence are a 
trio of recent releases and one due this spring that promise plenty of bang for your buck.

PLEASANTVILLE 

by Attica Locke 
Harper, 432 pp., $26.99 

Attica Locke’s twisting, stylish, and com¬ 
plex follow-up to her debut, Black Water 
Rising, takes up the tale of Houston lawyer 
and activist Jay Porter decades later, in the 
mid-Nineties. As the novel opens, Porter 
has stalled in his efforts to secure a settle¬ 
ment for the residents of the prosperous, 
historically African-American neighborhood 
of Pleasantville in their long fight against a 
chemical company responsible for as many

health problems in the area as jobs. Reeling 
from the recent loss of his wife, Porter strug¬ 
gles to care for his children as his clients 
look to him to continue his fight against the 
corporation in court. 

Meanwhile, in Pleasantville, election sea¬ 
son is ramping up, and the neighborhood’s 
born-and-raised candidate Neal Hawthorne, 
a prominent African-American former police 
chief and son of a powerful local politician, 
faces a strong challenge from a more con¬ 
servative, establishment candidate. When a 
young campaign worker goes missing, police 
suspect Hawthorne’s nephew while the oppo¬ 
sition capitalizes on the scandal. To save the 
election, Porter 
takes on the young 
man’s case and 
does some sleuth¬ 
ing of his own. 

Locke knows how 
to write high drama 
and dirty politics. 

She has created a 
frighteningly realis¬ 
tic tale of chemical 
pollution and gov¬ 
ernment corruption, 
yet provides reason 
and bestows sympathy on even the most 
monstrous of characters. She also knows 
how to write about loss - yearning, stumbling, 
heartbreaking loss, conveyed in few words 
and deep emotion. 

As this intense political thriller proves, 
Locke also knows how to craft a fiendishly 
intricate detective novel. I cannot stress 
enough how insanely good this book is - as 
genre fiction, as social criticism, and as lit¬ 
erature. Locke currently writes for the hit TV 
show Empire, which, like her prior work, com¬ 
bines Shakespearean tragedy, Machiavellian 
politics, and the human, faltering touches 
that bring characters to life, in all their power, 
indignity, and heroism. - Molly Odnitz 



Evolving a Detective 

MINERVA KOENIG WANTED HER MYSTERY SERIES TO 
SHOW HOW SOMEONE BECOMES A SLEUTH

In the infamous detective story setup, a 
broad walks into the office, and you wonder 
how she got there. I mean, sure, you wonder 
about the crime she’s about to tell you about 
- how her husband did her wrong, how her 
jewels went missing, how she hasn’t heard 
from her sister in three months - but most 
of all you wonder about that peculiar conver¬ 
gence of time and place and coincidence that 
makes up a person’s life and leads them to 
a particular moment. 

Minerva Koenig has her own unexpected 
path to where she is today. An architect by 
trade, Koenig originally came to Austin as a 
University of Texas art student (then a the¬ 
atre student, then an English student, then 


an art student again) and couldn’t help but 
stay after graduation. Her foray into the world 
of the hardboiled detective came out of a 
2008 lull in architecture work. Her lifelong 
love of literature turned into four years spent 
crafting a debut novel, Nine Days, which intro¬ 
duced her heroine, Julia Kalas, to the world. 

Now Koenig has brought Julia back for 
more detecting in South of Nowhere, which 
she will read from and speak about along¬ 
side fellow crime author, Trudy Nan Boyce, 
at BookPeople on Friday, Feb. 26, at 7pm.

THE DO-RIGHT 

by Lisa Sandlin

(paper) 

I spent a fair amount of my childhood in 
Beaumont. I don’t anymore - the grandfather 
I visited then has passed, and my grandmoth¬ 
er has relocated to the town where she start¬ 
ed married life with him - but my elementary, 
middle school, and high school years came 
with the guarantee of at least a week of sum¬ 
mer east. You’d drive away from Austin and 
watch the land grow flatter, the houses get 
squatter, the trees grow taller. The light would 
shift to something a little more muted, the air 
grow heavier with sea salt, the accents from 


clerks behind the counter at gas stations get 
a little less twang-y and a little more Mason- 
Dixon line-y. You’d have to hold your nose for 
a couple of miles when you hit the chemical 
refinery zone. The inscrutability of a place 
like Beaumont - a former boomtown (first in 
mills, then oil, then in war contracts in the 
Forties), a point of contact between interior 
Texas and the Old South, a place haunted 
by its history of segregation and race riots - 
why, it begs for a noir, and Lisa Sandlin deliv¬ 
ers a gem of one with The Do-Right. 

It’s 1973, and Delpha Wade has just been 
released from prison after serving 14 years 
for killing one of the men who raped her. 
Through composure and persistence, Delpha

Minerva Koenig 
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Austin Chronicle: There's this rich and spe¬ 
cific sense of Texas in both your first novel, 
Nine Days, and its sequel, South of Nowhere, 
and that's certainly something that I'm 
enchanted by. 

Minerva Koenig: I think of Texas as a 
character in the books. And I think that’s 
something you have to live here to appreciate 
because people who are not from Texas - I 
have read books that are set in Texas, and 
you can almost tell that the writer doesn’t 
live here because they have a sort of corn- 
pone, cowboy-hat-boots-and-snakes idea. 

And the fascinating thing about living here: 

It’s almost like it’s still a frontier place in a 
way. Texans are very unique in the way they 
treat strangers. They’re not really stand¬ 
offish, they’re not really Western, they’re not 
really Southern. I really love the landscape 
of Texas. I like it hot and dry. That suits 
me personally. Being able to write about it, 
it’s like, why would you ever set anything 
anywhere else? And I wanted to 
put a stranger in it - [Julia, the 
protagonist of Nine Days and 
South of Nowhere] is not from 
Texas, and you get to see her 
reaction: “What the hell is that 
thing?” “Oh, now I understand 
why people wear cowboy boots.” 

That sort of thing. 

AC: That speaks to a directive 
in how you created your hero¬ 
ine. Your website says that one 
of your day jobs is fighting the 
patriarchy .... 

MK: I want to see characters in books for 
whom femininity is not an issue. And it’s one 
of the things that drove me to write [Nine 
Days]. I read a lot of murder mysteries; I pick 
them up, and the femininity of the heroine 
just slaps you in the face - she talks about 
what she wears, how she wears her hair, how 
she exercises and keeps herself in shape, 
all this stuff. I just wanted a woman who was 
just a person. I got so frustrated reading 
female characters in books that I personally 
could not relate to. I know a lot of girly-girls, 
but I also know a lot of women who just 
don’t care about that stuff, and they deserve 
to have a voice in the canon. 

The other thing that always drove me crazy 
about murder mystery sleuths is that a lot 
of times you come into the story and they’re 


already a detective. And you can tell they’re 
tough and that they have some baggage, but 
you don’t really know what it is. I wanted to 
write about someone evolving into a detec¬ 
tive instead of just coming into it, you know? 
Where she’s sitting behind the desk, feet up, 
waiting for her client. Which is very classic! 

It’s a classic way to start a murder mystery, 
but I was more interested in how people 
evolve. What makes somebody become a 
private detective? It’s such a [laughs] weird 
thing to do! You don’t just walk down the 
street and meet private detectives every day 
- I think I’ve only met one in my life. 

AC: I feel like the question that everyone who 
doesn’t write specifically for the mystery genre 
is, what's the approach - 
MK: How do you figure it all out? 

AC: Yeah, because it requires so much more 
structure than a loose-form novel. 

MK: Yeah, I think that’s probably why my first 
book took me four years. Because I didn’t 

do a lot of planning. With South 
of Nowhere, I wrote a synopsis, 
which was kind of like a mini¬ 
novel - I just wrote it in narra¬ 
tive form - and I could write a 
paragraph and think, “Oh, this 
happens, then this happens, 
then this happens, oh yeah, 
then this will happen and this 
will happen! [laughs] I’ll write on 
the synopsis until I get stuck, 
and then I’ll go to the manu¬ 
script until I get stuck, and then 
I’ll go to the synopsis to figure 
out what happens next.” It’s kind of like a 
give and take. I’m a looper thinker - I don’t 
think in straight lines, I keep coming back to 
things and refining and refining. And I think 
that’s why I like the novel form. Because it’s 
a lot of opportunities to do that. 

AC: Can you tell me anything about the third 
book in the series? 

MK: It picks up immediately where South of 
Nowhere left off. The third book is going to 
be about - well, you know what? [laughs] 

I’m not entirely sure what it’ll be about. But 
in addition to watching Julia evolve from a 
criminal to a detective, I’m also watching her 
evolve from crusty broad to a more nuanced 
and compassionate person. And so she’s 
going through that process in this book, and 
it’s going to be tricky. ■ 



secures a position as a secretary 
for Tom Phelan, ex-roughneck 
and military vet, who is opening 
an office as a private eye. The 
two make an unsentimental and 
gutsy pair of investigators who 
tackle cases that are by turns 
amusing and harrowing. 

As in the best works of 
Chandler and Hammett, Sandlin 
uses the set-pieces of a hard- 
boiled crime novel to get at poi¬ 
gnant observations about human 
nature: how much one can and 
cannot change, how far the circumstances 
of birth can go to determine the trajectory of 
a life. Sandlin is more compassionate than 
either of those gentlemen of the genre: The 


Do-Right is as much the story 
of Delpha’s halting return to the 
world outside of prison as it 
is a series of satisfying twists 
and turns (and there are some 
beautifully executed surprises 
throughout). Sandlin’s atmo¬ 
spheric language, the way she 
finds the regionalism without 
ever verging into mockery, and 
her two leads, both banged up by 
life and a little world-weary but 
never cruel: There are more than 
enough reasons to pour yourself 
a bourbon and visit Beaumont, if only through 
The Do-Right. - Rosalind Faires

STILLWATER: A JACK 
MCBRIDE MYSTERY 

by Melissa Lenhardt 

Skyhorse Publishing, 304 pp., $24.99 

This debut novel, first in a series, tells the 
story of Jack McBride’s first week as police 
chief in little Stillwater, Texas. Dallas native 
Melissa Lenhardt offers a punchy page-turner 
that’s certain to draw a fan base. 

Buck Pollard’s speedy and peculiar exit as 
longtime chief leaves the position in turmoil 
for the former city-dwelling FBI agent McBride, 
who steps in unaware of the generations- 
deep web of good ol’ boy secrets. The story 
starts off with a double murder, and the plot 
just gets twistier - terrible for McBride and 
his angsty (but likable) teenage son Ethan, 
but great for the reader. Lenhardt lets dia¬ 
logue drive much of the plot, and while some 
exchanges waver slightly with forced execu¬ 
tion, it’s believable to anyone familiar with 
small-town Texas. Her characters have varying 
degrees of interesting backstories, each with 
a laser-pointed reason for being disclosed. 

I’m pretty sure I’ve been acquainted with at 
least a few doppelgangers in this lineup. 

As “terrible, no good, and rotten” as things 
are going for McBride, he lucks out with an 
instant tingly connection to town sweetheart 
Ellie Martin. Naturally though, there’s a big 
roadblock on lover’s lane: McBride’s estranged 
wife. When she (allegedly) abandoned her 
family for California almost a year ago, she 
fractured Jack, now a single working dad (!), 
and derailed her devastated son. Will she 
return? Is she even alive? Equal parts frustrat¬ 
ing and charming, the romantic threads are 
a delightful, if rather typical, addition to the 
story. Lenhardt also manages to work into the 
plot racial strife, drug crimes, sexual consent, 
slut-shaming, poverty, and boss ladies. Sure, 
it’s another male lead in a crime thriller, but 
Lenhardt’s female roster is complex, abundant, 
and totally readable. I’m definitely awaiting the 
next installment of the McBride chronicles, 
promised November 2016. - Jessi Cape 



SUNSET CITY 

by Melissa Ginsburg, Ecco Press, 208 pp., $25.99 

Melissa Ginsburg’s Houston-set debut, Sunset City, isn’t out until April 12, but I couldn’t 
wait to review this steamy potboiler of a crime novel. Out of the blue, Charlotte Ford gets a call 
from Danielle Reeves, an estranged friend with a closet full of skeletons and a history of bad 
habits, inviting her out for drinks for the first time in years. A week later, Danielle is found mur¬ 
dered, and Charlotte’s a suspect in the investigation, although she’s just one among many. 

The intense bond formed between the two as teenagers lingers in Charlotte’s mind and drives 
her to unravel the mystery of her friend’s killing, using details only someone close to Danielle 
since childhood could piece together. To solve the crime, Charlotte must delve into the most pain¬ 
ful memories in her and Danielle’s lives, while wooing Danielle’s more recent friends for answers. 

Ginsburg has penned a perfect detective novel for millennials. The characters work dead¬ 
end jobs, casually consume drugs and alcohol, follow their creative pursuits on nights and 
weekends, and embrace the spectrum of sexuality. They have friends who work in the sex 
industry, they take home strangers from bars, and they drive all over Houston, its big-city 
sprawl a metaphor for indecision, dislocation, and wandering. 

Ginsburg has also created a fine feminist read. The novel may contain a dead sex worker, 
but she has a name long before she has a profession. Her death is not an excuse for the 
main plot or a day in the life of a jaded detective. Her exit from the world is a profound, shat¬ 
tering event to those who loved her, changing their lives and demanding of their all-consum¬ 
ing attention, ’til they find purpose only in their search for the truth of her life and the facts 
of her murder. - M.O.

Score in the Ninth 

For Satchel Paige and the Kansas City Swing, Austin 
Playhouse fields a strong production that wins the game

Warning: rampant, unavoidable baseball 
jargon ahead. 

Kansas City, 1947. Jackie Robinson has 
just broken the color barrier, becoming the 
first African-American in major league base¬ 
ball. Full integration is looming, and its impli¬ 
cations weigh on the minds of all. Satchel 
Paige and the Kansas City Swing, now at bat 
for Austin Playhouse, throws a bit of a curve- 
ball with the script, but the production itself 
is a line drive straight down the middle. 

There’s a lot happening in Trey 
Ellis and Ricardo Khan’s story about 
Negro League legend Satchel Paige 
(Marc Pouhe) and his eventual star¬ 
dom in Major League Baseball. Paige 
leads his All-Star 
team, barnstorming 
the country against 
Bob Feller’s Major 
League All-Stars. 

A stop in Kansas 
City lands them in 
the boarding house 
of an old friend, Mrs. Hopkins (the velvet¬ 
voiced Carla Nickerson). While love of the 
game seems to outweigh racial tension for 
Paige and Feller, not so for their proteges. 
Talented, cocky Negro League player Art 
Young (played by a charming and energetic 
Patrick Gathron) faces Stephen Mercantel’s 
deliciously smarmy Franky Palmieri, a high- 
paid rookie big leaguer. Their animosities 


wind up when both throw heat at Mrs. 
Hopkins’ daughter Moira, played with ambi¬ 
tion and sensuality by Deja Morgan. Feller (a 
commanding Jason Newman) wants Paige in 
the second wave of African-American major 
league players, but will take Young instead 
if the prideful Paige balks. Paige’s partner, 
first-baseman Buck O’Neil, is offered a job as 
the first African-American talent scout for the 
majors. Egos collide and big decisions are 
made as all wait to see if tomorrow’s 
game will be rained out. 

At its strongest, the play asks us 
to consider another side of desegre¬ 
gation from a black perspective: its 
effect on black-owned businesses, cul¬ 
ture, and the hearts 
of its athletes. It’s a 
fascinating and fully 
engaging concept: 
even with the huge 
win came losses, 
the sort of which 
white privilege stalls 
a deeper understanding. Mrs. Hopkins is a 
strong, proud woman, but her boarding house 
is losing money as her regulars are finally 
allowed at the “White Only” hotels. Moira is 
lost in a world of new opportunity and seems 
unable to make the wisest choices. Robert 
King Jr. brings to O’Neil a quiet dignity, 
knowing his dreams can and must change, 
but struggling to find peace with his future.

And Pouhe’s Paige is perfectly unhinged, 
switch-hitting his emotions like a future Hall 
of Famer as he struggles with a legacy now 
shadowed by Robinson - an inferior player in 
a superior moment in time. 

I was left hungry for more of these facets 
in a script that’s not quite sure what it wants 
to be. Musical numbers occur, but this is 
not a musical. Realism seems dominant, but 
an ever-present Jazzman (the delightful Billy 
Harden) occasionally offers insight and wis¬ 
dom from a piano in the wings. Discussing the 
shift into surrealism would divulge too much, 
and for me, the love triangle steals from what 
I feel are the stronger points of the story, 
taking a lot of stage time to make a rather 
peculiar point from out of left field: Ambitious 
women will always doom great men? 


Disjointed though the play may be, Austin 
Playhouse Producing Artistic Director Don 
Toner focuses on its strengths and turns a 
bunt into a double with some strong perfor¬ 
mances, giving us what I imagine is the best 
possible production of a play that could use 
some more time in the farm system. Buffy 
Manners’ costumes are perfect, and the set 
is an interesting mix of physical elements 
and digital projection, used to great effect by 
designer Mike Toner and sound/video design¬ 
er Joel Mercado-See. Though I was left yearn¬ 
ing for extra innings by a production that far 
outshone the script, I think of the writing as a 
rookie pitcher not quite ready for a no-hitter, 
and the production itself as relief coming in 
late for the save. Errors and all, the game is 
worth catching.

“MARK MOTHERSBAUGH: MYOPIA”

Did you know that Mark Mothersbaugh 
used to be in this band called Devo? 

No? You just kind of, what, kind of wan¬ 
dered into the “Myopia” exhibition at the 
Contemporary Austin because you attend art 
shows whenever possible? Because such 
viewings and the responses they provoke are 
part of what you find fulfilling about your fleet¬ 
ing existence in this world? 

Bless your heart, citizen. 

Luckily, this show will also bless your eyes 
and your mind - beyond the glamour of fame 
and the pull of nostalgia that might account 
for the majority of everyone else checking 
out what’s on display here. Because, some¬ 
times, people who’ve been bathed in the 
pop-cult spotlight? Sometimes those people 
are of deeper and more diverse interest than 
the reductive and philandering eye of media 
reveals. This Mothersbaugh is a case in point. 

Curator Adam Lerner and the Contemporary 
Austin team have been canny in arranging 
this exhibition. Not just temporally, with the 
as-if-by-magic concurrence with this year’s 
SXSW festival, but in its physical deportment 
within the Jones Center venue. 

The first floor’s a shrine to Mothersbaugh’s 
creative youth and his involvement in Devo. 

No one’s pretending the artist wasn’t part 
of the MTV-fueled phenomenon; instead, 
they’re celebrating the fact; and that’s dou¬ 
bly legit because Devo always was, after all, 
an ongoing, self-assembling mythology of 
cultural subversion and art-making of which 
the danceable tunes were only the most mar¬ 
ketable node. This section, with its vitrined 
examples of college-era zines and news clip¬ 
pings and early band posters, is well-orga¬ 
nized, well-presented, worthy of something 
you’d find in the Harry Ransom Center. And it 
sets the stage for what’s to come. 

The second part of the show, up those 
lovely wooden stairs, is all Mothersbaugh. 

The main room features his large sound 
machines, radially symmetrical arrangements 
of servomechanisms that unleash the tones 


of pipes, of bird whistles, intermittently galva¬ 
nizing the room with sonic charm. The walls 
around these audiomechs are adorned with 
the man’s vivid and oversized illustrations - 
rendered in the form of rugs, seriously, rugs 
that would tie a room together only if that 
room were the off-duty abode of some mad 
scientist. (Note: That’s a positive.) 

The third part of the show, in a room all 
to itself, is the artist’s Beautiful Mutants 
series. Whereby Mothersbaugh discovered 
that you can do weird shit by using mirror¬ 
ing software on images of the human face 
- which anybody might do, sure. But the 
onetime Booji Boy turned that filter on a vast 
series of old tintype portraits to freakiest 
effect, then painstakingly set his eerie, well- 
matted results in elegant frames and velvet- 
embossed metal lockets, so what mad uni¬ 
verse are you now in to witness such a thing? 

Finally, beyond the steampunky mutants, 
there are the postcards. The hand-drawn, 
hand-painted, and otherwise hand-embellished 
postcards. That Mothersbaugh has been creat¬ 
ing - in the studio, on the road, in hotel rooms, 
in diner booths, at parties, while waiting for 
planes and soundchecks and optometrist 
appointments - for the past three decades. 
Portfolio after portfolio of them, arranged on a 
floor-level grid of pallets that display a wealth 
of visual invention sufficient to boggle any 
mind considering the scope of it all. 

It could be that, over time, anybody with 
a talent for cartooning and a brightly curious 
mind would come up with the diversity of imag¬ 
es on display here, the engaging patterns and 
shifts of patterns, the through line themes and 
their unexpected variations. But anybody didn’t. 
Mark Mothersbaugh - Ohio native, former 
Devolutionist, composer of modern film scores, 
relentless maker of whatever will scratch his 
aesthetic itch with its production - he did. 

And this - and the rest of what the 
Contemporary Austin has - is why we rec¬ 
ommend “Myopia” for your diversion and 
delight. - Wayne Alan Brenner 
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TIME is relevant. For a giant tortoise, two 
years probably seems like a blink-and-you’ll- 
miss-it moment. In the world of queer lady 
party-throwing, however, two trips ’round the 
sun feels like a victory. But the duo behind 
Lesbutante and the Boss haven’t just been 
planning parties, they’ve been building a Les¬ 
bian Empire. Between their second anniver¬ 
sary on Saturday night, and GirlFriend’s Babes 
Playing Music Friday, this weekend is proof it’s 
a good time to be a queer grrrl in Austin.

San Fernando Academy still dominates the vil¬ 
lage of Pontotoc even though only parts of two 
rock walls remain standing. The town sprouted at 
what was the intersection of military roads from 
Fort Mason and San Saba. A series of unfortunate 
events turned the community into a ghost town 
with pioneer-built ruins serving as headstones. 

Take a spring day to drive northwest from Llano 
on TX-71 through the valley with granite outcrop¬ 
pings. Make a circle back to Austin on country 
roads to TX-29 or TX-16. The highways pass 
through Fredonia, Katemcy, and Grit, but few of the 
villages have the history of Pontotoc. 

Settlers arrived in the valley after the threat of 
attack had been removed in the 1850s. In 1883, 
the academy opened in a thriving Pontotoc. 

It all began to fall apart in 1887. 

A series of summer droughts killed the crops 
and brutal winters took the rest. Then typhoid fever 
required the opening of a second cemetery. By the 
time the school closed in 1890, the village was in 
a death spiral. A fire in 1947 was the last straw.

Judging the Situation 

On Friday, a judge of the Oldham District 
Court (Louisville, Ky.) will hear arguments on 
Jonathan Blue’s motion to oblige Charlie 
Strong - former University of Louisville 

head coach - to testify in Blue’s divorce suit 
against his estranged wife. 

Blue, a Louisville trustee and businessman, 
claims to require Strong’s testimony - which 
seems to imply some damning evidence 
potentially being uncovered - as well as his 
cell phone records, to prove the behavior of 
Blue’s wife, Tracy, was “inconsistent with 
being a role model and responsible caretak¬ 
er.” Blue’s seeking an order for deposition, as 
well as return of assets, including a watch. 

In what’s basically a custody suit between 
the Blues, Strong, for all intents and purpos¬ 
es, might be asked to explain, with candor, his 
relationship with Tracy Blue. There are numer¬ 
ous scenarios possible. For one, and mainly, 
the judge could decide against Strong’s depo¬ 
sition. Tracy Blue has her own legal avenues 
of diversion. 

On his behalf, Strong could also present 
several reasons to object to the subpoena, 
including declination of providing personal 
materials, that he no longer has them, or the 


appearance (from Strong’s position) of a pos¬ 
sibly embarrassed and desperate Blue willing 
to destroy Strong, a non-party. 

At this point, nothing can be called as no 
conclusions can be made. Whatever happens, 
this ugly state of affairs at least partially sullies 
Strong’s strong winter - can’t win for losing. 

Hoops: Taylor’s Clutch Ways 

Rebounding from an ugly 78-64 blowout 
loss to Baylor, Isaiah Taylor came through 
with a monster three - once again - for strug¬ 
gling Longhorn squad, in Monday’s 71-70 win 

at Kansas State. 

The story has been the sudden disappear¬ 
ance of F/C Prince Ibeh’s game. Over the 
last two games combined, Ibeh’s tallied seven 
points, four rebounds, three turnovers, and 
one block - in 22 minutes. He’s accumulated 
as many personal fouls (seven) as points - 
fouling out in nine minutes against Kansas 
State. 

He’s right under Taylor on the scouting 
reports - something perhaps he didn’t know. 
The problem is that Ibeh’s not adjusting to 
other teams’ adjustments.

Review: Central Standard 

SOUTH CONGRESS BAR AND GRILL 
IS PLEASINGLY OUT OF TIME 



I’ll admit that I was primed to like the atmo¬ 
sphere of New Waterloo’s not-quite-a-steak- 
house Central Standard from the start. Few 
design eras are quite as appealing as the 
cocaine Seventies, and Central has Halston 
slink right down to the font. Depending on 
your opinion of South Congress’ latest permu¬ 
tation, all the brass and glass can be fitting 
or discomfiting, but why look for Betty Ford 
slumped in a corner when you can watch 
Bianca Jagger riding in on a white horse? 

Los Angeles-based 
design firm Studio 
MAI and the in-house 
Waterloo Workshop 
achieves the look 
with the help of the 
Michael Hsu Office 
of Architecture and a 
flirtation with the less 
perennial parts of the decade - avocado, 
amber glass, fluorescent lighting. Possibly 
Naugahyde. There’s a Wes Anderson-like 
attention to period detail, from the navy blaz¬ 
ers at the host stand to the paper coasters 
served under cocktails, but contemporary 
finishes like handmade Japanese tile keeps it 
from being too much a Diners Club ad. 

The generally retro mood carries over to 
the food, which wouldn’t be out of place at 
the opening version of Windows on the World 
save for a few voguish ingredients like fennel 
pollen and Castelvetrano olives. Much like 
its sibling restaurant in the South Congress 


Hotel, Cafe No Se, Central Standard is less 
devoted to making things new than to doing 
things well. But where No Se is best in the 
(theoretically) a.m. hours, Central is very 
much about the occasion of dinner, eschew¬ 
ing shared plates for thoroughly American 
hearty mains, proper salads, and a few well- 
composed but secondary sides. 

In that mode, chef Michael Paley’s starters 
don’t really break any rules. Mussels ($18) 
float in white wine and butter. Wagyu steak 
tartare ($18) is served 
with the customary 
egg yolk, grilled rustic 
bread, whole grain mus¬ 
tard, and a tangle of 
fried shallots. Neither 
will disappoint lovers 
of their forms, but go 
with the marrow ($12) 
while the weather is still temperate enough to 
accommodate it, or the potato bread ($9), a 
gossamer loaf served with a debauched creme 
fraiche butter. That and the deftly salted Little 
Gem Caesar ($13) - an almost deconstruction 
with sieved egg and whole anchovy - would 
make a plenty filling dinner (or in our case, a 
hearty accompaniment to director of opera¬ 
tions Nate Wales’ headier cocktails like the 
Old Fashioned-like Salted Caramel - $13). 

But fullness isn’t really the point, even if 
that’s all but guaranteed. The point is indul¬ 
gence, and the very attentive service (we kept 
lucking into the same pro server) is more 


than happy to let you linger. The raw bar, 
featuring East Coast oysters and plump Gulf 
shrimp, is as noticeable as the decor. If you 
are feeling flush, order the Standard Platter 
($110), a towering seafood Babylon that adds 
a poached Maine lobster, a bowl of the daily 
ceviche, and Middleneck clams to the mix. It’s 
not an everyday dish, certainly, but it doesn’t 
have any of the look-at-me audacity of some 
similarly priced dishes around Austin. The plat¬ 
ter is accompanied by the usual assortment 
of lemon wedges, cocktail sauce, mignon¬ 
ette, and horseradish, but the quality of the 
shellfish is so high that soon you’ll be happily 
slurping without bothering with ceremony. 

After that, you might not have enough 
room (or money) for an entree, especially 
when there is nothing in the hearth or mains 
section that could really be called light. The 
striped bass ($30) is more toward the left 
end of the dial, but it’s served with a slightly 
too soft mirepoix-ish trio of carrots, celery, 
and artichoke. The land proteins waste less 
time on vegetables. There’s a woodsy addi¬ 
tion of thyme and oyster mushrooms with 
the New York Strip ($38) and charred leeks 


with the Berkshire pork chop ($34), but both 
of those just barely hoist the rich meats. For 
that, you’ll have to rely on one of the sides, 
like the lemony broccolini ($7) or the sweet 
potato ($8) served in jacket, but even that is 
loaded with chorizo and more creme fraTche. 

But the heaviness of the dinner doesn’t 
mean that Paley is all bludgeon. Dinner may 
be Central’s main focus, but that doesn’t 
mean that brunch is an afterthought. Some 
of the menu repeats, but many of the brunch- 
only dishes have an altogether lighter touch 
than the club food served in the evening. 
Dishes like winter citrus ($9) - a simple salad 
of blood orange, grapefruit, and orange sit¬ 
ting in ricotta and sprinkled with thinly sliced 
toasted almond and pomegranate - show the 
kitchen’s versatility. There are still plenty of 
plates designed to soak up Bloody Marys, but 
those too are geared to start the day. Shrimp 
and grits ($22) uses a lot of fat, from panc- 
etta to butter, but still sparks. Eggs Benedict 
($15) gives the old dish some new vigor with 
a latke, smoked salmon, and dill hollandaise. 

Whichever service, pastry chef Amanda 
Rockman once again proves that she is at the 
height of her powers. For brunch, her classic 
cinnamon roll ($6) was almost cartoonishly 
good, and the daily cake doughnut ($5) with 
large flakes of toasted coconut writes the 
textbook. Doughnuts also appear on the din¬ 
ner menu ($10), cinnamon-sugar this time, 
and served with tonka bean cocoa nib ice 
cream and espresso. Reinvented classics are 
the base of the dinner dessert menu from 
a lemon tart ($11) with Chantilly to a carrot 
pavlova ($11) with olive oil ice cream and 
cream cheese. The desserts are beautifully 
composed but straightforward, very much in 
the school of Emily Luchetti, with whom she 
worked during culinary school. 

You can tell a lot about a chef from where 
they have been. Rockman’s formative stint 
at Farallon, and Paley’s early years working 
with Daniel Boulud surely informed some of 
the quiet classicism that shows in both chefs’ 
work. It’s not hip, but Austin doesn’t need any 
more hip. But it does need a lot more time¬ 
lessness. Let’s hope Austin’s volatile hospi¬ 
tality scene lets Central clean the clock.

Besides a few residual clicks, there’s probably not much benefit in me jump¬ 
ing into the brouhaha spurned by Matthew Sedacca’s now infamous Eater Austin 
piece on “How Austin Became the Home of the Crucial Breakfast Taco.” As 
Robbie Rodgers mentions in the delightful Change.org petition you’ve probably 
seen circulating on social media, Austinites (or those claim¬ 
ing some stake in our land) get into that particular kerfuffle 
once every year. I’m sure come next year’s SXSW, we’ll all be 
at it again, irritating our neighbors to the south with similarly 
boastful claims. So instead of arguing, I’d like to give credit. 

I know that it is a violation of Austin’s notoriously mili¬ 
tant civic pride to say this, but the truth is there’s a lot that 
Austin’s restaurant scene can learn from San Antonio. 

I became semi-obsessed with the Alamo City after 
attending Culinaria’s festival week. Probably the last thing 
San Antonio’s emerging food scene needs is an Austin 
food editor using words like “emerging” to describe it, but 
wherever it may be standing in the race for “Hot Food Town 
USA,” one thing was clear: everyone was having a lot more fun than I have 
seen people having at an Austin food event in years. 

It’s not that Austinites don’t know how to party, it’s just that we 
seem to be increasingly self-aware of how we party. The Zeitgeist swells 


quickly here. Suddenly everyone you know is eating the same pizza and 
drinking the same cocktail. We know this because we see the same over¬ 
head shots on everyone’s Instagram feed (I’m certainly not immune; the 
photos I take from the @chronfood account more or less show the same 
things too). 

It would be silly to suggest that San Antonians use social 
media less than Austinites, but I certainly see less people 
there pausing to photograph before they enjoy their food and 
drink. That’s nearly universal now in Austin, and I worry that 
our constant remove from the things we consume makes our 
various riches seem less special. 

San Antonio certainly has its share of serious restaurants, 
from Jason Dady’s various ventures to Hot Joy to Cured with 
its recent James Beard nominee Steve McHugh, but they 
never seem to take those things for granted. I would dare say 
that you will never see my colleague from the San Antonio 
Current, Jessica Elizarraras, write a column about how every¬ 
one in her scene is blase. Even this obsession we have with proving our break¬ 
fast taco primacy seems at this point less about a friendly rivalry and more 
about being smug. 

Let’s stop talking about the damn things. It’s time we just eat them.

It was probably inevitable that SPUN Ice 
Cream’s Christina and Ashley Cheng would go 
into the food business. The sisters’ father, 
Ronald Cheng, is a legend in the Austin hos¬ 
pitality business, having owned and operated 
the upscale Chinatown restaurants for more 
than 30 years. It probably helped too that 
Christina studied baking and patisserie at 
Le Cordon Bleu and that Ashley has worked 
behind the scenes in PR and as the vice 
president and communications chair of Slow 
Food Austin. To say they know the business is 
an understatement. 

That business headstart 
shows in their fully realized 
shop. Like most similar busi¬ 
nesses around town, SPUN 
has a small, minimalist din¬ 
ing room full of DIY charm 
(courtesy of Riley Suffel of 
Birds Dowry Interiors). One chalkboard-paint¬ 
ed wall lists flavors, pairings, ingredients, 
and prices. Frames highlight doodles from 
youngest sister Bella. And sky blue paint high¬ 
lights simple plywood benches, stools, and 
fixtures. The main event, however, is the four 
industrial KitchenAid mixers attached to liquid 
nitrogen generators, giving the shop 
a lab-like vibe. 

Still, the science is no gimmick. The size 
and the dispersement of the ice crystals in 
ice cream have everything to do with the tex¬ 
ture. The longer it takes for an ice cream’s 
base to freeze, the larger the crystals, creat¬ 
ing a grainy texture. Liquid nitrogen reduces 
the freezing process to seconds, resulting in 
tiny ice crystals and an uncommonly smooth 
texture. Even the nondairy flavors (Earl Grey 
was available when we sampled) have such a 
creamy texture that it is difficult to remember 
that they are vegan. 


The dairy flavors are even richer. Dark choc¬ 
olate has the lushness chocolate demands, 
and vanilla bean reminds that the flavor 
doesn’t have to be synonymous with bland. 
Three flavors rotate, but have included ginger¬ 
bread and kettle corn in the past. The rotation 
also includes a composed treat. During the 
shop’s opening, kettle corn was topped with 
peanut brittle, brown butter powder, and cara¬ 
mel popcorn sprinkles a la Cracker Jack (and 
a temporary tattoo of the shop’s logo). The 
current suggestion is the Lemon Bar: vanilla 
bean topped with a shortbread crumble, tart 
Meyer lemon curd, and tiny dots of candied- 
citrus confetti. There are plenty of other pair¬ 
ings for those who like to experiment. The 


shortbread crumble gave lasting crunch to 
the chocolate, and the salted chocolate shell 
loosened up the proper Earl Grey. 

All of the flavors are achieved with local 
ingredients, organic where possible. The dairy 
comes from small-batch Liberty Dairy Farms 
in Hico, an operation devoted to ethical ani¬ 
mal care and sustainable practices - and 
antibiotic-free, nonhomogenized, low-temper¬ 
ature pasteurized milk and cream. Everything 
is made to order without emulsifiers, so the 
result is as fresh as you can get. 

It’s a perfect mid-afternoon treat for this 
unseasonably mild winter. But if by some calam¬ 
ity the temperatures drop, you can still get the 
flavors in a “steamie.” - Brandon Watson

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A White-Knuckle Western 

Co-directors Duane Graves and Justin Meeks aim to Kill or Be Killed

They had 13 blank bullets to shoot in the crucial scene. It 
was 3am on a frigid morning at Jourdan-Bachman Pioneer 
Farms, a living history museum on a swath of tree-filled 
acreage surrounded on all sides by a residential North 
Austin neighborhood. Duane Graves and Justin Meeks 
were in the middle of filming their dark Western Kill or 
Be Killed. 

Go. The explosions barked toward the houses and echoed. 
Go again. Four takes in all before the police cars arrived. 

“It wasn’t our first rodeo,” Meeks said and recounted an 
earlier short film production halted when police arrived at 
a rural creekside just as an actor was yanking a fake heart 
out of a bloody chest. 

Kill or Be Killed was originally called Red on Yella, Kill a 
Fella, but retitled for release March 1 by RLJ Entertainment 
on DVD, streaming and in Redbox locations. First they’ll 
have an Austin screening Feb. 29 at the Alamo Drafthouse 
Village. It’s the latest step in a slowly widening career for 
the unlikely filmmaking partnership that began in a college 
classroom and now finds both with wives and children. 

Graves is the self-described emotional one who takes it 
all a bit too personally. Meeks is the charismatic actor/film¬ 
maker with hair flowing down to his shoulders and an easy 
grin. He stars in Kill or Be Killed as outlaw Claude “Sweet 
Tooth” Barbee. Meeks’ early work was dark, dark, dark. 
Graves first gained note when Slamdance screened his 
heartwarming and funny 2000 documentary Up Syndrome, 
chronicling his childhood friend Rene Moreno, who was 
born with Down syndrome. It includes VHS footage of the 
pair shooting goofy horror films in their backyards on a 
camera Graves begged his parents to buy him. 

“Being co-directors is not for everyone,” Graves said. 
“You need to know when to yield.” 

Have they ever come to blows? No, they say. But there 
have been disagreements. 

“There are two egos here,” Meeks said. “You have to put 
it in check.” 


“We end up laughing about it later,” Graves said. “Two 
brains are better than one.” 

Their films have tended toward horror, but also pull on 
history and legend. The Wild Man of the Navidad played on 
the Texas Bigfoot story told by folklorist J. Frank Dobie in 
the Twenties. Kill or Be Killed is loosely inspired by outlaw 
Sam Bass and his gang, but also pulls in the supernatural, 
and in tone honors spaghetti Westerns of the Sixties and 
Seventies. In it, ruthless 
outlaws travel 500 miles in 
search of money they hid 
after a robbery. Along the 
way they must contend with 
an evil force set on revenge. 

Wild Man was shot on a 
shoestring budget mostly 
on land owned by Meeks’ 
family. The film sold to IFC 
Films in 2008 and pre¬ 
miered at the Tribeca Film 
Festival. While at the festi¬ 
val, they talked up what 
would become Kill or Be 
Killed to the Weinstein 
Company. 

“They listened to our 
pitch,” Meeks said, “but we 
hadn’t written it yet. That really forced us to. We knew from 
experience the script had to be tight, tight, tight.” They 
spent the next year hammering out the story, but by the 
time they had it written, the go-to people at Weinstein 
had changed. 

Then came Butcher Boys. 

Graves and Meeks met in a Texas A&M-Corpus Christi 
screenwriting class taught by Kim Henkel, co-writer of the 


original Texas Chain Saw Massacre. Meeks’ dark writing 
gained Henkel’s praise while Graves earned the nickname 
“The Ghost” for a devotion to editing so zealous he often got 
locked in school buildings with alarms set. 

Henkel became their mentor through Wild Man, then 
offered them a bigger gig, co-directing his Chain Saw- 
esque story Butcher Boys about crazed cannibals loosely 
inspired by Jonathan Swift’s satirical essay “A Modest 
Proposal.” It was a grueling gig with a cast and crew much 
larger than the duo had ever experienced. 

“It was the first time we’d done hired work, where the 
writer and producer weren’t us,” Graves said. “It was a 
legitimate crew. It was time to sink or swim.” It was also a 
lesson in how a director’s vision has to bend as part of the 
creative process. “We hadn’t experienced the pushback - 
which isn’t always a bad thing,” Graves continued. “You 
don’t get carte blanche to do exactly what you want.” 

The co-directors left the project determined to forge 
ahead with their Western story polished and refined. 

“It’s psychologically driven,” Meeks said. “We wanted to 
give it substance, not just blood and guts.” 

“We kept hearing ‘It’s a great script, but you’ll never pull 
it off at the level you’re doing it,”’ Graves said. 

“We like to bite off more than we can chew,” Meeks said. 

The secret? Thorough location-scouting of every 
purported Old West town in Texas. “Some, we’d get 
there and they’d say, ‘That burned down eight years 
ago,”’ Graves said. 

Late in the game, they checked out Pioneer Farms, with 
its mix of wooded area and Old West town. “We realized this 
is what’s going to save the film,” Graves said. “In three 
weeks, we used every square inch of the space.” 

One big snag was the need to shoot inside a church, 
something that was proving impossible. Then they discov¬ 
ered Pioneer Village in Gonzales, where building interiors 
were already fully outfitted for the era. Most important was 
a church so realistic the filmmakers were convinced it had 
to be the site of real-life services (it wasn’t). “That cut our 
art department costs significantly,” Meeks said. 

The actual filming was almost split between three brutal 
weeks before Thanksgiving on the road, and three weeks 
after the holiday at Pioneer Farms. “The first part was a 
hardcore journey,” Graves said. “We slept on cots, drank 
well water.” Meeks added, “We were desperadoes on the 
road making a Western. It was like making it was a Western 
in itself.” 

The film comes out when 
Westerns are back in 
vogue following Quentin 
Tarantino’s The Hateful 
Eight. Their film shares a 
distributor with recent 
Western Bone Tomahawk, 
as well. 

“Our stuff has an uncan¬ 
ny ability to find its way,” 
^ Graves said. “There’s a little 
o bit of luck involved. We 
° hit the timing just right 
n for Westerns.” 

| It all came down to the 
| pair’s basic philosophy of 
3 filmmaking: With each proj- 
” ect, make the playing field 
w and the challenges a little 
larger. “You’ve got to stick with it,” Meeks said. “You can’t 
expect in one year you’re going to make it.” 

Listen up, would-be filmmakers. This is the co-directors’ 
advice for you: 

“Do something original,” Meeks said. 

“Make something old new again,” Graves said. ■

JOE R. LANSDALE’S HAP AND LEONARD 
GET A SWAMPY MINISERIES byMarcSavlov 


Joe R. Lansdale is loving his moment in 
the sun. The Sundance Channel, that is, 
which will air a six-episode adaptation of the 
East Texas author’s ridiculously entertaining 
Hap and Leonard novels starting March 2. 
Based on characters appearing in several 
Lansdale novels, the show was co-created 
by Nick Damici and director/screenwriter Jim 
Mickle - each of whom previously worked on 
the author’s Cold in July for IFC Films. Hap 
and Leonard coffin-nails the hot-lead and 
cool Lone Star vibe of the Hap and Leonard 
tales so perfectly that the Sundance Channel 
would be plumb dumb not to order up as 
many additional seasons as fast as possible. 

Said Lansdale, “It’s a story of friendship 
and brotherly love, that’s exactly it. They 
get mad at each other, they’ve had terrible 
disagreements, but they always circle back 
to one another because they know that each 
other are the people they can depend on 
most in the world.” 

For the uninitiated, Joe R. Lansdale is the 
finest writer, martial arts scientist/sensei, and 
genre-smashing “Champion Mojo Storyteller” 
to come out of Texas since 0. Henry kicked 
off his literary career while stuck in the Travis 
County Jail after being caught embezzling 
mucho dinero from the First National Bank 
of Austin back in the late 19th century. 

Lansdale’s Hap and Leonard novels and 
stories - and the Sundance series - are set 
in the swampy and pine-forested area around 
Nacogdoches. Brothers from another mother, 
Hap is a blue collar working man, who long 
ago went to jail for conscientiously objecting 
to the Vietnam War. His best friend, Leonard 
Pine, is a Republican vet, all hot-temper, 
who thrives on vanilla wafers and Dr Pepper. 
As Lansdale writes in his books, Hap and 
Leonard don’t go looking for trouble, it just 


tends to saunter in the door, or kick it in, and 
their “adventures” are off and running. 

In the Sundance series, James Purefoy is 
Hap Collins and Michael K. Williams turns in 
a spot-on Leonard, while Mad Men’s Christina 
Hendricks appears in a golden East Texas 
glow as Hap’s ex-wife Trudy Fawst. The trio 
click and snap, fist and scrap. It’s love and 
life done Lansdale-style. 

“The main character Hap is based on my 
younger self,” said Lansdale. “I worked in the 
rose fields just like he did, I did all the jobs 
he did. And Hap’s viewpoint is the same as 
mine. I was against the Vietnam War, just as 
he was. He went to prison, I almost went to 
prison. Leonard is based on a lot of different 
people I knew.” 

Speaking to the popularity of his Hap and 
Leonard stories, and why they’re finally get¬ 
ting their onscreen debut at this fractious 
point in history, Lansdale said, “There’s 
such a polarization right now [in America] 
that here’s two guys who are very differ¬ 
ent, they have very different political views, 
although I would say that Leonard is the 
old-style Republican and not the current kind 
of, you know, throw-everything-in-the-sewer 
Republican. But they have a core of solidarity 
that has nothing to do with politics or social 
issues. It has to do with brotherly bonds, 
and they love each other like family. I think 
that’s very appealing to people to see that 
there can be this kind of bond and [Hap and 
Leonard] can be different and yet they have 
this strong and powerful connection that 
has to do more with just having the same 
core values of honesty and sincerity and 
just trying to do the right thing. It’s just that 
simple.” ■

A Fresh Approach to 
the Holocaust Film 

Son of Saul is harrowing but original

Every now and again you hear the argu¬ 
ment simmering in the background whenever 
a new Holocaust-specific film is released: 
Haven’t there been enough already? Isn’t it 
possible that the Jewish command to “never 
forget” is somehow being diluted via so many 
films that either immerse the viewer in the 
horror (the television miniseries Holocaust, 
Schindler's List) or touch on the Nazi 
atrocities tangentially (Orson Welles’ 

The Stranger, Sidney Lumet’s The 
Pawnbroker, Liliana Cavani’s The Night 
Porter). Wasn’t Claude Lanzmann’s 
Shoah the be-all and end-all 
of documentary nightmare 
remembrances? The truth is - 
and always has been - human 
beings have remarkably short 
memories. Telling people, 
especially generations removed 
from the Nazi war machine, to never forget 
is more often than not a losing proposition. 
We’re hard-wired to forget or consciously sub¬ 
merge the unspeakable; it’s a survival trait. 
Given the sheer scope and ongoing historical 
echoes of the Holocaust (the Rwandan geno¬ 
cide, the current refugee situation sweeping 
through Europe and the U.S.), not to men¬ 
tion the Holocaust’s inherently dramatic and 
almost incomprehensibly tragic aspects, it’s

clear that reminders of what once happened 
are necessary, no matter how painful they 
might be. 

So now we have the terrifyingly intimate 
Son of Saul, a film unlike any other Holocaust 
film you’ve ever seen. It’s not as graphic as 
many - there are more cordwood-piled corps¬ 
es in Roberto Benigni’s Life Is Beautiful 
than are seen here - but Hungarian 
director Laszlo Nemes and actor Geza 
Rohrig, who plays the titular Saul 
and is in virtually every shot, employ 
heart-shattering form of “you are 
there” filmic composition to 
put the audience dead center 
amidst the horrific, workaday 
world. We see everything 
from Saul’s POV as though 
we were standing or running 
right behind him, his shoulder 
or head always in frame in front of us. The 
effect is devastating, both emotionally and 
physically. You literally can’t take your eyes 
off Saul. 

What’s more, he’s a member of the camp’s 
Sonderkommando, a group of Jews who were 
forced to act as Judas goats for the doomed 
new arrivals. Immediately off the trains, 
the “prisoners” are split up and promised 
“showers and bowls of hot soup” to follow; 
of course, there’s no soup, there’s only the

Zyklon-B cannisters and muffled screams. 
Saul and his co-Kommandos are the ones 
tasked with cleaning out the gas chambers 
and the overflowing crematoria, going through 
the pockets of the dead in search of any¬ 
thing that might be of value to the Germans: 
eyeglasses, gold teeth, hair. It’s Saul’s bad 
fortune to witness a young boy who miracu¬ 
lously survives the gas. Although the young¬ 
ster dies soon afterward, Saul gets it into 
his head that the boy is his son and sets out 
on his own secret mission to make sure the 
boy’s corpse is inhumed in a proper Jewish 
burial, rabbi and all. One of director Nemes’ 
best ideas in Son of Saul is never actually 
allowing the audience to know if the harried, 
grim Saul is actually the dead boy’s father. 

Is he delusional? Certainly that wouldn’t be 
out of the question given the circumstances. 
Burying the boy secretly, right beneath the all- 
seeing gaze of the camp’s overseers, gives 


Saul a tangible reason to live, if only just 
a little bit longer. (Sonderkommandos were 
routinely sent to the showers, or summarily 
executed, after a certain number of months, 
the better to keep a lid on any escape plans 
or anything else that could slow the awful 
work at hand.) 

Rohrig, in his acting debut, is mesmeriz¬ 
ing. His Saul labors with the grim determina¬ 
tion of a man somehow seeking to expiate 
the sin of being a Sonderkommando. We 
learn little if anything about his life before, 
but the boy’s death and his commitment to 
honoring that nameless child is what gives 
him purpose while working in the nearest 
place to hell on Earth. Nemes pulls few 
punches - the story ends on a low note, 
as it tended to do in real life - but this is 
no concentration-camp exploitation picture. 
Instead, it’s a harrowing reminder of exactly 
why we must never forget.

Admittedly, I’m not familiar with the 2008 
Argentinean film Un Novio Para Mi Mujer on 
which this Mexican remake is based. But it 
seems to me that Busco Novio Para Mi Mujer 
or Finding a Boyfriend for My Wife is a patent¬ 
ly bad idea, no matter the language. 

Paco (De la Torre) tells his guy pals at 
the gym that he wants to divorce his wife 
Dana (Echeverria) because she’s a nag and 
an emotional drain. But he’s too fearful to 
talk to her about it, so he opts for the path 
suggested by his friends: Hire the locally 
renowned pick-up artist, El Tiger (Ochoa) to 
woo her away. The crestfallen faces of a few 
cuckolded husbands at the gym attest to 
El Tiger’s efficacy. Few would ever peg the 
balding, overweight, and slovenly El Tiger as 
a Casanova, but that’s part of the comedy, 

I suppose. El Tiger suggests to Paco that 
Dana get a job because getting out of the 
house daily would certainly assist in improv¬ 


ing her mood. When Paco lands her a job at 
a friend’s radio station, Dana becomes an 
overnight success as a talk-show personal¬ 
ity. Between the attentions of El Tiger and 
the newfound satisfaction of her work, Dana 
becomes happy again, and Paco’s love for 
her is renewed. How fickle men are. 

Yes, the story is ridiculous, but this is a 
rom-com, and practical logic rarely rules this 
realm. What really sinks Busco Novio Para Mi 
Mujer is its poor development. There’s hardly 
any background material to support Paco’s 
claim that Dana is a royal pain. She’s clearly 
unhappy, smokes too much, and blows smoke 
in his face. But what we’re shown is nothing 
that an activity like a job or a medication like 
Effexor wouldn’t improve. There’s no chemistry 
between De la Torre and Echeverria, leaving 
all the comic duties to Ochoa as the unlikely 
Lothario. By the time the movie’s third act 
roles around, the movie runs out of steam and 
reaches an abrupt end. Sadly, Busco Novio 
Para Mi Mujer finds no seducer of its own.

BANFF MOUNTAIN FILM FESTIVAL DESCENDS UPON THE PARAMOUNT

at all. The little dinosaurs live in freshwater rock shelters of 
Southern Appalachia, but silt sediment pollution and moving 
rocks for tubing or play means their habitat is reduced and 
dangerous. A better hellbender habitat equals a healthier 
ecosystem, and education signage along the rivers is help¬ 
ing to spread the message. Small conservation efforts make 
a big difference, and Banff Fest plays a role in the fight for 
healthy, preserved natural spaces. The proceeds for the 
Austin tour - hosted by Whole Earth Provision Co. - benefit 
Texas State Parks. 

Eleven films make up the high-octane Radical Reels roster 
on Monday night. “Showdown at Horseshoe Hell” won the 
People’s Choice award in Banff in 2015, and it’s sure to be 
a big hit at the Paramount, as well. A group of rock climbers 
descend on rural Arkansas annually, to climb as many routes 
as possible in 24 hours. “The Burning Man of Climbing” 
features world-famous climber Alex Honnold competing solo 
against teams like Mason Earle and Nik Berry. It’s funny, with 
a screwball air, but the climbs are serious business. 

Will Sutton runs and flips full speed ahead across the 
Isle of Man in “Homefree.” Green everywhere, the film is 
shot with a wide lens to capture the landscape’s beauty and 
Sutton’s daringly simple parkour moves. “The Mysteries” is 
a charming glimpse into one woman’s obsession with the 
perfect BASE jumping shot, and the joy and sacrifice that 
accompany sport photography. The gorgeous aerial views 
in “Degrees North” showcase Xavier de le Rue’s project 
to find the best rideable snowboard lines in the Northern 
Hemisphere using a motorized paraglider pilot for drop-off. 
Says de le Rue, “Everyone thinks exploration is about finding 
a place no one has touched, but maybe exploration is just 
about finding a new way to get to things.” ■

The combination of extreme physical pur¬ 
suits and breathtaking natural landscapes 
makes such riveting films that the Banff 
Mountain Film Festival World Tour has upped 
the ante again, in its seventh year. “Taken 
separately, both are inspiring to see and to 
witness. Taken together, the amazing adven¬ 
ture against spectacular scenery is beyond 
inspiring. It speaks to a deep connection 
between humanity and nature. Someone tak¬ 
ing a walk in their local park experiences that 
same connection as someone who is out 
to climb a peak in Patagonia. People really 
connect to those images and actions on a 
visceral level,” said Suzanne White, program 
coordinator of the fest. 

The World Tour lineup boasts 30 action- 
packed films this year, focusing on conserva¬ 
tion and stellar displays of agility and strength. 

With both well-known adventure sports like rock climbing, and 
new tricks like freestyle kayaking, balloon skiing, and river 
surfing, boredom is not on the radar. “Denali” will likely be a 
crowd favorite, with beautiful surfing shots and a heartwarm¬ 
ing narrative about a guy, his dog, and the ravages of cancer. 
It’s sad, sure, but the love between this adventuring duo out¬ 
shines any tear-filled moments. “Women’s Speed Ascent” is 
an incredible, supersonic four-minute film that follows Mayan 


Smith-Gobat and Libby Sauter as they attempt to annihilate 
the women’s speed record for the ascent of the Nose on El 
Capitan in Yosemite National Park, California. 

“The Last Dragons” introduces us to the plight of the hell¬ 
bender salamander. In partnership with U.S. Forest Service, 
and presented by Freshwater Illustrated, this short film high¬ 
lights the 80-90% population reduction of the amphibian. As 
a symbol of healthy river ecosystems, that’s not a good sign

In 1962, two filmmakers sat in a room 
together to record 50 hours of conversa¬ 
tion. Interviewer Frangois Truffaut had at the 
time only made three films - The 400 Blows, 
Shoot the Piano Player, and Jules and Jim - 
but that was enough to make him a founding 
figure in the French New Wave. The one in 
the hot seat, Alfred Hitchcock, then coming 
off the shooting of Psycho, had, in contrast, 
decades of work under his belt coaxing chills 
and thrills from general audiences, but had 
been largely dismissed as a mere crafter of 
popcorn entertainment. Truffaut preserved for 
posterity their weeklong conversation in the 
1966 book Hitchcock/Truffaut, and in the pro¬ 
cess revitalized the reputation of the roly-poly 
British expat behind some of the most endur¬ 
ing, deeply rattling, and influential movies in 
American cinema. 

That’s a quick crib sheet to explain the slash 

- in the publication title and this documentary 
about the book - but director Kent Jones could 
have easily added nine more slashes. Just 

as the initial conversation between Hitchcock 
and Truffaut is such an engrossing artifact of 
two top directors discussing their mutual craft 
at a granular level, Jones’ film is most intrigu¬ 
ing when it explores the relationship that 10 
current filmmakers have to the book, and to 
Hitchcock explicitly. A Film Comment editor 
and director of the New York Film Festival with 
several film-themed documentaries on his 
C.V., Jones has a hell of a Rolodex to thumb 
through - Martin Scorsese, David Fincher, 
Richard Linklater, Arnaud Desplechin, Wes 
Anderson, and James Gray are among those 
who sat for his camera. While much of the his¬ 
tory and critical interpretation summarized in 
the film will already be familiar to anyone who’s 
tenderly worn their copy of the book into sham¬ 
bles, the film’s fresh insights come in hearing 
great directors run through their individual read¬ 
ings of how Hitchcock’s rearing in silent cinema 
informed his directorial choices, say, or how 
profoundly he laid bare his fetishes onscreen. 

Ah, those fetishes. They’re endlessly fas¬ 
cinating. The first time I remember hearing 
the term “male gaze” was in an undergradu¬ 
ate seminar on Hitchcock, though I think I’d 
already understood the concept in my gut 

- with all the queasy feeling that anatomical 
specificity implies - as a devoted, if unstud¬ 
ied watcher of Hitchcock. I’ll be blunt: The 
absence of a female filmmaker’s perspective 
in Jones’ collection of filmmaker interview¬ 
ees gnaws at me. The ground is so fertile, 
and Hitchcock’s complicated relationship to 
women - as film subjects, and as artistic 
collaborators - is so essential to his work. 

(In interviews, Jones has explained that he 
reached out to several women directors for 
interview, who declined for various reasons.) 

It’s generally not useful for the critic, in her 
evaluation of a work, to wonder, “Why didn’t you 
make the film I wanted you to make?” In any 
case, the one Jones did make is plenty interest¬ 
ing. The dizzying, even thrilling assemblage (by 
editor Rachel Reichman) intermixes the archival 
audio of three people talking in two languages 
(including the formidable translator/contribu¬ 
tor Helen Scott) with archival photos from the

interviews, film footage from Hitchcock’s 
canon, text grabs from the source book, 10 
talking-head subjects, Bob Balaban’s narration, 
plus subtitles. That’s a supernova of informa¬ 


tion - and, accidentally, an amusing rejoinder 
to Hitchcock’s precise command of audience 
attention. The material begs for a much longer 
consideration than the film’s trim 79 minutes, 


but it’s still a must-watch for serious film fans.

Originally released in Japan in 1991 only 
to end up on our shores during its 25th anni¬ 
versary, Only Yesterday is a little-seen gem 
in the crown of Japanese animation power¬ 
house Studio Ghibli. Directly preceded by two 
of the studio’s most memorable animated 
films - My Neighbor Totoro and KikTs Delivery 
Service - Only Yesterday was helmed by The 
Tale of the Princess Kaguya’s Isao Takahata, 
who co-founded Studio Ghibli with partner 
Hayao Miyazaki. While the latter’s films tend 
to involve forest spirits, airborne adolescent 
witches, and Asian mythology, Takahata tends 
toward a more reality-based tone and story 
(although the folktale dreamscape of Princess 
Kaguya departs from that style). 

The protagonist of Only Yesterday is Taeko, 
a twentysomething career office-worker in 
modern (well, 1991) Tokyo, who takes a 
holiday to visit the countryside of her youth, 
which in turn triggers long-buried memories 
of Taeko’s turbulent teenage years. These 
and other family and schoolyard melodramas 
are seamlessly interwoven into the story via 
flashbacks and narration. While reminiscing, 
she meets cute with Toshio (Yanagiba), whose 


family grows bright crimson flowers for use 
in fabric dyes. As in most other films from 
Studio Ghibli, there’s a none-too-subtle rela¬ 
tionship between the human characters and 
the natural world outside of the towering Tokyo 
cityscape. And, of course, there’s also Studio 
Ghibli’s other recurring theme: that of a strong 
female character confronting (and usually 
overcoming) societal obstacles - in this case, 
the dull toil of the big-city office slog versus all 
that should have been and may yet well be. Or 
not, really; longtime fans of Ghibli will recall 
that not everything works out well for everyone 
in the studio’s oeuvre. Handkerchiefs should 
be considered essential for viewing this lovely, 
overlooked-in-the-U.S. addition to Takahata 
and Ghibli’s already perfect CV. 

Only Yesterday is presented in both sub¬ 
titled and English-language versions.

Faith-based movies are on the upswing, 
and Risen makes a timely arrival in theatres 
for the season of Lent. Surprisingly, it’s dis¬ 
tinctly one of the better faith-based films 
in some time to wander down the road to 
Galilee. Joseph Fiennes, as Clavius, is the 
Roman military tribune tasked by Pontius 
Pilate (Firth) with unearthing the truth regard¬ 
ing the mysteriously missing corpse of the 
Jewish king, and thereby quash the spread¬ 
ing rumors of the messiah that threaten to 
undermine the entirety of the Roman Empire. 
Jesus, played by Cliff Curtis with a knowing, 
roguish smile and perfect teeth - divine resur¬ 
rection does that to you apparently - is here 
referred to by his Hebrew name Yeshua. But 
co-writers Kevin Reynolds (Waterworld) and 
Paul Aiello script a film that’s less about the 
son of God than it is about Clavius, who was 
present at Yeshua’s death upon the cross. 

Initially something of a detective film, circa 
AD33 Clavius and his legionaries promptly 
ransack every available Jewish grave, search¬ 
ing for a cadaver with the telltale wounds. 
They come up short, but Clavius happens 
into a secret meeting of the disciples with 
a very much alive-seeming Yeshua among 
them. Unable to reconcile what he’s seen, 
Clavius goes rogue and follows the 12 into 
the desert, where he witnesses even more 
soul-shaking events: abundant fishing, a 
leper cured, and here-one-moment-gone- 
the-next Yeshua. Meanwhile, Pilate has dis¬ 
patched a mounted cohort of legionaries to 
pursue the AWOL Clavius. 

The disciples at first come off as a grin¬ 
ning bunch of loons, which is totally apropos 
given the circumstances. Stephen Hagan’s 
Bartholomew, in particular, seems to have 
wandered in from Monty Python’s Life of Brian; 
he’s one of the most entertaining characters 
in the film. But as Clavius’ agnosticism is 
tested time and again, he gradually arcs from 
stoic soldier to potential believer. Not exactly 
“born again,” but still. Fiennes renders him 
with believable nuance as the film progresses 
to its inevitable conclusion. The many digital 
effects, ranging from patently fake flames to 
Yeshua’s final exit into what appears to be

either a nuclear blast or possibly the mother- 
ship from Close Encounters of the Third Kind, 
are very much less than heavenly. 

And yet, as far as this sort of movie goes, 
you could do a lot worse. Secular me, I must 
confess to enjoying the giddily bombastic, 

Old Testament wackadoodle of Ridley Scott’s 
recent Exodus: Gods and Kings, the legitimate 
classic Spartacus, and even good old Charlton 
Heston and Vincent Price in Cecil B. DeMille’s 
cornball-eerie The Ten Commandments. Risen 
wisely attempts no such fustian bluster, but 
instead focuses on Fiennes’ tired, homesick, 
and cynical tribune dragged into an encounter 
with the impossible. Given the subject matter, 
that’s pretty miraculous in and of itself.

The grimy policier Triple 9 starts off with 
a bang. A daring daylight bank robbery goes 
without a hitch until the getaway hits a major 
bump on an Atlanta freeway, necessitating 
an off-script exit in which the perpetrators 
are almost caught literally red-handed. It’s 
a thrilling sequence that pumps adrenaline 
into a movie in which everything is constantly 
on edge. As it turns out, the criminals are a 
cadre of cops and ex-cops moonlighting as 
henchmen for a cutthroat Russian Mafia prin¬ 
cess (a nearly unrecognizable Winslet), who 
bankrolled the heist in order to retrieve the 
mysterious contents of a safety deposit box. 
But when she orders a second, more danger¬ 
ous assignment - the theft of some computer 
disks from the vault of an Office of Homeland 
Security facility - they plan the decoy killing 
of a rookie cop (an uncomfortably bulked-up 
Affleck) in another part of the city to distract 
law enforcement and give them sufficient 
time to pull off the riskier job. (The film’s 
title references the police code for a downed 
officer.) What ensues is an intricate plotline 
of shifting alliances, uncertain loyalties, and 
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double-crosses that hangs by more than one 
dangling thread. By the end, Triple 9 is any¬ 
thing but by the numbers, a frustrating head- 
scratcher sabotaged by its narrative ambition. 

It’s too bad things wind up that way, 
because the film has promise. Aussie director 
John Hillcoat (The Road , Lawless ) knows his 
way around a car chase and a shootout, giving 
the tense action scenes a sense of palpable 
immediacy. The cast is first-rate, with Chiwetel 
Ejiofor and Anthony Mackie giving the movie its 
twisted heart in their roles of good guys gone 
bad. (As the conscience-stricken, drug-addicted 
squad member who attempts to foil the mur¬ 
der, however, Aaron Paul is terribly wasted. 

He’s a cut-rate version of Jesse Pinkman 
here.) Ultimately, the film is undone by Matt 
Cook’s screenplay, which hangs together fairly 
well in the first hour or so and then begins 
to kink in a series of contrivances and coinci¬ 
dences that defy rational explanation once you 
ponder them. Why do so many screenwriters 
think more is better when everyone knows (or 
should know) that simplicity and brevity make 
for the airtight storyline? These over-plotters 
keep upping the ante until they’re out of chips. 
As in Triple 9 and so many other films today, 
the twists and turns of the contemporary thrill¬ 
er have become a Gordian knot that audiences 
are not invited to untangle. You may rightfully 
ask: Where’s the fun in that?

Sanjay Patel’s Pixar-produced 
“Sanjay’s Super Team” is a kaleidoscopically spectacular 
riot, following the superhero-inflected imagination of a 
young Indian boy as he fantasizes his way around his 
devout Hindu father’s morning prayers. “Bear Story,” 
from Chilean director Gabriel Osorio, employs remark¬ 
able stop-motion animation to tell the story of a lonely 
papa bear who crafts a miniature clockwork world of his 
life. UK animator Richard Williams’ photorealistic, pen- 
and-ink “Prologue” is a chaotic whirlwind of life, death, 
and gladiatorial warriors.

and outright slaughter people of various ethnic back¬ 
grounds. David Darg’s “Body Team 12” follows Garmai 
Sumo as she and fellow Red Cross workers remove dead 
bodies at the height of an Ebola outbreak in Liberia. Dee 
Hibbert-Jones and Nomi Talisman’s lovingly animated 
’’Last Day of Freedom” tells the story of Manuel Babbitt, 
a homeless Vietnam veteran who was executed for killing 
a woman during a burglary in 1980. Sharmeen Obaid- 
Chinoy’s “A Girl in the River” is the story of an 18-year-old 
Pakistani girl who survived being shot in the face by her 
father and uncle, only to be pressured by the community 
into forgiving the men. In Courtney Marsh’s “Chau, Beyond 
the Lines,” we meet the 16-year-old Chau - a Vietnamese 
teenager disabled due to the effects of Agent Orange 
- who, painting with his mouth, dreams of becoming a 
professional artist. Adam Benzine’s “Claude Lanzmann: 
Spectres of the Shoah” is an enthralling look into the 
making of the definitive film about Hitler’s Final Solution: 
Lanzmann’s 1985 film Shoah, a sprawling 10-hour doc 
interviewing survivors and perpetrators of the most hei¬ 
nous genocide of the 20th century. Using an extensive 
interview with Lanzmann as a framing device to tell how 
the film came to be, Benzine’s doc is an immediately 
essential companion piece to Lanzmann’s epic. This is a 
must-see for anyone who has the slightest interest in the 
continuation of humanity.

He’s a chump-change mercenary (“a bad guy who 
fucks up worse guys”), who acquires self-regenerating 
powers and a horrific visage after succumbing to a pur¬ 
ported treatment for late-stage cancer. The film is as 
postmodernly self-referential as it can get, littered with 
inside jokes which should be a hoot for the average viewer 
and nirvana for Marvel connoisseurs. Reynolds (having 
previously appeared as Wade Wilson, Deadpool’s mortal 
former self in X-Men Origins: Wolverine) is perfectly cast 
as the wisecracking Deadpool. Yet the character’s constant 
asides can get to be a bit much, and many sequences go 
on for too long. The film’s climactic battle, for instance, 


simply becomes a ceaseless slugfest - and to little effect: 
With a character like Deadpool, words alone can be 
deadly.

Spotify Gifts Kealing 
Middle School 



Every March, the spectacle of South by 
Southwest rolls into town like a carnival car¬ 
avan: building stages in parking lots, erect¬ 
ing towering shrines to brands, transforming 
taverns into tech studios - an installation 
here, an activation there, magnification every¬ 
where. Then, nine days later, exit the extrava¬ 
ganza and what’s left? Besides millions of 
greenbacks in tourism dollars, that is. 

Spotify, the stream¬ 
ing platform that’s either 
revolutionizing music 
consumption or lowering 
the minimum wage of art¬ 
ists (depending on who 
you ask), has made plans 
to leave Austin a thank- 
you present after SXSW. 

The company will recycle 
materials from its Spotify 
House, a popular annual attraction that 
features performances by Chvrches, Vince 
Staples, and Kacey Musgraves this year at 
1501 E. Sixth, to build a recording studio at 
nearby Kealing Middle School. 

With the help of volunteers from DPR 
Construction, Acoustic Spaces, and 
Rebuilding Together Austin, Spotify will

remodel a large classroom inside Kealing, 
equipping it with three separate recording spac¬ 
es. The project, a first for Spotify, is scheduled 
to be completed by the end of spring break. 

“We’re not paying a dime, so this is huge,” 
Kealing Principal Kenisha Coburn says of 
the donation, which was set into motion in 
December after Spotify and local educa¬ 
tional nonprofit Mindpop approached the 
Rosewood Avenue school. 
“There are always grant 
opportunities, but I’ve never 
experienced a company com¬ 
ing to campus and doing 
something of this scope. 
Usually you have to ask and 
beg and write.” 

Asked why Kealing was 
chosen over other area 
schools, Spotify’s Director of 
Social Impact Kerry Steib pointed to the insti¬ 
tution’s unique makeup, both a magnet school 
and a comprehensive academy, and how 
those two systems come together through cre¬ 
ative collaboration. Principal Coburn confirmed 
that while Kealing’s core classes are mostly 
separated between programs, the music 
electives serve both student bodies.

merging material from both courses into EDM 
tracks. “I’m looking forward to being able 
to use a studio for recording lyrics. Then I’ll 
mess around with them, with effects and 
sampling, to make electronic music.” 

Eighth-grader Yeshuah Walker-Brown, 
who favors recent chart-topping rapper 
Logic, agrees that the studio will add anoth¬ 
er element to their in-class productions: 
“After we make our own melodies and add 
beats to it, sometimes there’s not a level 
that we can go higher to make our audio 
even better,” he says, adding that once the 
studio is set up, he’d like to experiment with 
rapping over his beats. 

Music Production teacher Aragorn 
Eissler envisions the studio as a “destina¬ 
tion” for his students. Once they’ve laid the 
groundwork for their tracks on premier DJ 
software Ableton Live using midi keyboards 
or the Ableton Push controller, they can 
take the song into the studio and finish it 
off with additional instruments and vocals. 
Assignments in his project-based class 
include making ringtones and remixes, but 
the coursework remains flexible to allow 
students to make songs exploring their own 
music interests. Now, with microphones and 
mixing boards at their disposal, a whole new 
world opens up. 

“Some of these kids are on fire,” he says. 
“Even if they have no prior music training, 
they’ll still have that spark, and it’s going to 
be special to see what they can do with 
a studio.” 

Spotify’s Steib offered a poignant rationale 
for the gift, one specific to SXSW. 

“It just makes sense to be able to take 
the experience that we have at the Festival 
and make sure the impact lasts beyond just 
the moment we’re there,” she said.

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Deconstructing Sonic Borders 

A No Idea Festival exploratory

This weekend, Austin’s No Idea Festival once again fuses 
aural experimentalists and improvisers from a range of back¬ 
grounds and geographies throughout spaces around town, 
with a final day in Houston. Residing both locally and in 
Mexico City, Chris Cogburn set out to bridge the gap between 
Houston and Austin artists in 2003. Thirteen years later, the 
bridge doesn’t merely cross the U.S./Mexican frontera, but 
rather a network of international and local improvisers seeks 


to broaden the festival’s original intent of deconstructing 
boundaries and borders. Despite a tightly knit local experi¬ 
mental community, Austin’s oasis outpost hasn’t always 
pulled in that sect. The No Idea Festival remains one time a 
year to experience the overlap and interplay of everything 
from phenological sound art to avant jazz and microtonal 
composition. “Though rooted in a specific field of work, each 
artist’s interest propels them into other, often unknown ter¬ 


ritories,” offers Cogburn via email. “This foregrounding the 
ability to move through musical forms is what connects the 
artists - as opposed to sharing a specific interest in a pre¬ 
articulated form or genre. It’s going to be wild style. The 
breadth of musical ground covered this year should be pretty 
radical.” Rill schedule: www.noideafestival.com. 


Falling Leaves & Jass 

Two artists who embody the richness of No Idea’s programming arrive with disparate improv 
backgrounds: Arizona field recordist Jeph Jerman, and Alvin Fielder of Mississippi, founding 
percussionist for pioneering free jazz cooperative the Association for the Advancement of 
Creative Musicians (AACM). 

Fielder will be joined by Norwegian reedist Frode Gjerstad and Houston double bassist 
Damon Smith for the festival’s opening set, Thursday, February 25, at the Museum of Human 
Achievement (located at Lyons and Springdale). He’s back at the same venue on Saturday in 
a quartet with Gjerstad, Brooklyn-based guitarist Ava Mendoza, and Austin’s double bassist 
from Norway, Ingebrigt Haker Flaten. 

Jerman also performs today, Thursday, and Friday at the MOHA alongside Tim Barnes, a per¬ 
cussionist who’s worked with Sonic Youth and the Silver Jews. The live electro-acoustic set 
will be the duo’s first in Texas, spotlighting their release Versatile Ambience on Idea 
Intermedia. On Sunday, Jerman appears at the Blanton Museum of Art in a SoundSpace orga¬ 
nized by local trombonist Steve Parker, performing with Texas-based experimentalist Steve 
Jansen at the museum’s Summer Circle art installation. 



Jeph Jerman 

AC: Please introduce 
and describe your work 
and process. 

JJ: My practice centers 
on listening, and the 
work itself takes many 
forms. I spend a fair 
amount of time walking 
around the desert that 
abuts our small town 
[Cottonwood, Ariz.], trying 
to pay attention. I often 
make recordings of 
decaying structures or 
detritus - old buildings or 
service structures, dead 
cars, fences, garbage - 
using a variety of devic¬ 
es. I may use these recordings later on, or 
just listen to them. 

Currently I’m working on some stuff for a 
new Jerman/Barnes tape that incorporates 
recordings of leaves falling off the trees in 
my yard, a chain-link fence in the wind, rub¬ 
bing my hand over a drum head, and driving 
down a rough mountain road with a box full 
of broken TV glass in the back of my car. I 
occasionally write loose, long-form pieces for 
large ensembles using found objects (stones, 
wood, pot lids, etc.), and I do a fair amount 
of improvising when the occasion arises. 

Being so isolated here, it doesn’t often arise. 
I'm also interested in how analog tape degrades. 
AC: You've lived and worked throughout differ¬ 
ent locations - Arizona, Colorado Springs, and 


Seattle, to name a few. How does each place 
contribute to your art? Do you choose to live 
in places that specifically flow into your work? 
JJ: For a large portion of my life I didn’t 
choose where I lived. I’ve wanted to move 
back to the desert ever since I lived in 
Phoenix in the Seventies, mostly because I 
feel better here than anywhere else. I like the 
weather, and I can see the horizon. It’s diffi¬ 
cult to say how different places contribute to 
what I do, besides the fact that each offers 
different kinds of sounding spaces. And each 
offers different groups of people to work 
with. Perhaps this, along with whatever job 
situation I have to accept, influences things 
more. I seem to think about and work with 
similar ideas wherever I am. 



Alvin Fielder 

AC: What are your thoughts on the term “jazz”? 
AF: The root word, jazzae, is East African. It 
means to speed up. However, when it got to 
America, it was called jass. It’s just a descrip¬ 
tor. Some people call it black classical music 
or America’s classical music. I still use the 
word, although I don’t use it around certain 
musicians. The word was 
brought here during slavery, 
and I’m sure it was miscon¬ 
strued. The slaves probably 
pronounced it differently. They 
used it in the field hollers to 
speed up something. This 
music is the only fine art 
formed in the late 19th and 
early 20th centuries. The 
blues are a folk art. Jazz is a 
fine art, the same as European classical 
music, ballet, and painting. 

AC: Your drumming balances traditional jazz 
styles, while also stretching out into new 
directions that have come to be identified 
with free jazz. Please speak about maintain¬ 
ing this balance. 

AF: I was born in 1935, so the first drummer 
who influenced me was Max Roach. I was just 
so fascinated by him. Then in 1951, I went to 
New Orleans and ran into Ed Blackwell. I 
wanted to study with him. He was also a Max 
Roach enthusiast. Max was still in New 
Orleans. So at first I was enthused by bebop, 
until I got mixed up with the New Music in 
Muhal Abrams’ group. One day Roscoe 
Mitchell played with us. Roscoe played so 


loose. My playing changed that 
particular night. I don’t know why. 

I don’t know how. It just loosed 
me up. From that moment on, I 
was playing a looser music. Not 
as loose as, say, drummers like 
Sonny Murray or Milford Graves, 
so I then incorporated their style 
of playing into my vocabulary. And 
I’ve always been able to play with 
bebop musicians and looser 
musicians. I heard Sunny Murray 
playing with Albert Ayler on 
Spiritual Unity and that was it. 

The guys just stick in your mind. 
AC: Tell us about your time with 
the AACM. 

AF: When I joined the AACM, I 
just got back from Denver, 
Colorado. I ran into Muhal and started work¬ 
ing in his group. The AACM was a group of 
organized musicians who sponsored concerts 
and played music written by themselves, 
instead of stuff written by Charlie Parker, 

John Coltrane, Sonny Rollins, and so forth. 
AC: How did you usher a Southern context 
into this New Music, which we generally asso¬ 
ciate with Chicago and New York? 

AF: I moved back to 
Mississippi from Chicago to 
take over my daddy’s drug 
shop and become a pharma¬ 
cist. I didn’t want to come 
back. During that particular 
time, I was working with 
Anthony Braxton and quite a 
few people. But my father 
took ill. When I came back, 
he got a lot better and lived 
to be 99. I think he fooled me back home. 

In Mississippi, I ran into a fellow by the 
name of John Reese. He lived out in 
Oakland. He had a nonprofit group called 
Black Arts Music Society. I met him when I 
moved back here. John was a very forward- 
thinking guy. He got funding from various 
sources: National Endowment for the Arts, 
the Mississippi Arts Commission. John was 
bringing in people like Dexter Gordon, 

Woody Shaw, and all these people. When I 
met him, he allowed me to bring in guys 
from the AACM. We were bringing in some¬ 
one every month. It was through the Black 
Arts Music Society that we started bringing 
in everyone. We were doing things in public 
schools and colleges.

Robin Hayward is a microtonal tubaist born 
in the UK and based in Berlin. Eliane 
Radigue, one of the most significant compos¬ 
ers of the 20th and 21st centuries, left her 
work assisting Pierre Shaeffer and the 
musique concrete community of Sixties 
France to carve out her own wake. Over the 
ensuing decades, Radigue developed an 
unprecedented style of minimalism for analog 
synthesizer with a geologic patience and gor¬ 
geous presence. 

In recent years, the 84-year-old native 
Parisian has turned to acoustic composition. 
Hayward explains: 

“Occam XI is a piece for solo microtonal 
tuba, composed in 2012. Radigue doesn’t 
notate her compositions, rather they arise 
through direct contact with the musician. So 
in a sense, her acoustic music might be seen 
as an extension of her former work with the 
ARP synthesizer. The contact with the sound 
material is direct, and the process of compo¬ 
sition arises in interaction with the interpret¬ 


er. The flip side of this is that the process of 
interpretation also arises in interaction with 
the composer. It’s much more of a positive 
feedback loop than a one-way process.” 

An important feature “of working with 
Eliane is that she works directly with the per¬ 
former. If someone else wants to learn 
Occam XI, they’d have to study it with me. 

This is very unusual within the world of new 
music, in which interpreters are often seen 
as interchangeable. 

“In the case of Occam XI, there are current¬ 
ly only three other people in the world who 
play a fully microtonal tuba, and it isn’t possi¬ 
ble to play it on a standard tuba. I hope that 
as other tuba players gradually move to the 
microtonal system, Occam XI may come to be 
seen as the very first solo acoustic piece - 
without using live electronics - that was com¬ 
posed for it.”

BILL CARTER 

Innocent Victims & Evil Companions (Forty Below) 

Following the path beaten by 2013’s critically acclaimed 
Unknown, Bill Carter veers a bit further from the blues he’s 
been associated with since Stevie Ray Vaughan covered his 
cowrites “Willie the Wimp” and “Crossfire” in the Eighties. At 
65, the Austinite since 1976 now enters an American heart¬ 
land closely associated with Joe Ely and Bruce Springsteen. 

The ugly scene painted throughout “Bughouse in Pasadena” 
bristles with the appropriate amount of crazy, and “Missing 
Guru” references the local, still-at-large swami convicted of sex with children utilizing 
Charlie Sexton’s electrified sitar. Tex-Mex trappings and Beach Boys harmonies bring a vivid 
contrast to “Moscow Girl,” while “Solar Powered Radio” sings his craggy praise of Central 
Texas’ rising superstar of the airwaves, Sun Radio, with a stomp and howl. Employing a 
homegrown wrecking crew - drummer Dony Wynn, guitar slingers David Holt and Denny 
Freeman, and Richard Bowden on fiddle - Bill Carter fashions Innocent Victims into a liter¬ 
ate celebration of Austin and first-rate demonstration of his own brilliant songwriting.

Book of Lost Women 
and Absolute Divine 
Inspiration 

What at first glance 
appears to be the 
Gary Graves Kama 
Sutra - its cover depicting a menage a trois 
picnic - more accurately offers the Buddhist 
folksinger’s meditations on love in its varied 
forms. “The Lost Lay” envisions sensual 
perfection, “When I Was a Soldier” portrays 
romance as war, and “Andy Fisher” (as in 
“Long Island Lolita” Amy Fisher) inspires 
crimes of passion. Buoyed by Graves’ naked 
lyricism (“Won’t you come home with me? 

I’ll show you all the dirty pictures of all the 
girls I loved and left”) and the underexposed 
local’s wandering, 24-karat vocals - a mysti¬ 
cal amalgam of Paul Simon, Nina Simone, 
and Michael Jackson - it’s a strong concept 
undercut by demo-quality sound. Producer 
CoCo Carmel’s constant hand-drumming and 
Tolo Marton’s cheesy guitar leads make a 
mess that even Derek & the Dominos key 
man Bobby Whitlock can’t clean up. To her 
credit, Carmel triumphs throughout on back¬ 


ing vocals - especially on soul-purge “River 
of Blood and Fire” - but a lack of sonic purity 
for Book of Lost Women and Absolute Divine 
Inspiration stifles the magic Graves achieved 
on 2013 stunner Till the End of All Time.

Terri Hendrix opens 
her ninth studio effort

Mangham “Monk” 

Parker spent three 
years crafting his 
delicately haunting solo debut, recording 
with over 30 musicians on the family farm 
outside of Austin after returning from New 
York and the breakup of the Low Lows. The 
sound he extracts plies the harrowing depths 
distinguishing his earlier work, especially 
the often brutal unwinding of Parker & Lily, 
but here breathes and sighs in pockets of 
regret opened across eight songs. Lead track 
“Sadly Yes,” with its slow, burning pull and 
deep reverb, stands among his best, and the 
rest of the album follows in a soundscape of 
misery similar to Micah P. Hinson’s The Late 
Cord. Simultaneously expansive and claus¬ 
trophobic, the strings and horns on songs 


like “The Happy Hours” and “Idle in Idlewild” 
emphasize what goes unsaid, ethereal and 
caught in an endless stasis.

“Youth Is Breaking” banks on an earworm riff, 
synth acting only as a distant complement.

Feedback wails, poly¬

Absorbed by the Forest (Erratic Music) 

Progressive rock in the grand UK tradition, 
Absorbed by the Forest introduces Austin to 
its Peruvian Montoya brothers. Hallucinant 
Telepherique gets it right on its debut platter. 
Dominated by multi-instrumentalist Sergio, 
the duo emphasizes songcraft over flashy 
technique. “Pishtaku” and “The Main Hall” let 
analog synthesizers and tuneful guitar figures 
drive the sweeping arrangements forward over 
Sergio’s one-man rhythm section. The two- 
part “Unobserved” (one on each side) goes 
for the epic jugular, part 
one climbing the moun¬ 
tain and part two rolling 
back down. The wordless 
Absorbed by the Forest 
avoids pretentiousness 
by letting melodies do 
the talking. ★★

Between musicians and dancers, the 
members of Golden Dawn Arkestra total 
around 20. A local orgy of funk, 

Afrobeat, jazz, and electro dance 
beats performed in glittering cos¬ 
tumes taken from Fifties sci-fi flicks, 

GDA’s popularity has grown so that a 
single night to celebrate the release of 
Stargazer, their debut LF? isn’t enough. 

Such is the brainchild of Zapot Mgawi, aka 
saxist, keyboardist, and Austin native Topaz 
McGarrigle, who’s just along for wherever this 
spaceship might be headed. 

“I’m doing something for the joy of doing 
it,” he admits, then laughs. “I obviously wasn’t 
thinking about making any money. It’s just 
something I thought would be fun. I was work¬ 
ing at [my venue the] Sahara Lounge when 
one day I thought, ‘Let’s do some crazy shit!”' 

Whereas 2014’s self-titled EP offered a 
taste of the jams this crew turns on a dime, 
the new record offers more synths and 
dance beats. 


“We’re exploring more with synthesizers,” 
says McGarrigle. “That was influenced 
by this guy from Nigeria I’ve really 
gotten into, William Onyeabor. He’s 
super electro, but with Afrobeat 
tinges.” 

Onyeabor can be experimental 
yet super funky, leading some to pro¬ 
claim him “the African Shuggie Otis.” 
Equally rhythmic, GDA signed to Brooklyn 
imprint Modern Imperial, founded by Shudder 
to Think guitarist Nathan Larson, after an 
appearance at South by Southwest last 
March. Getting this circus on the road will 
test anyone’s ability at logistics. 

“We did a small tour to test it out,” says 
the bandleader. “It went okay, but it’s defi¬ 
nitely a labor of love. My philosophy with this 
band is that we just do things that we love. If 
people want to hear us, they’ll make it hap¬ 
pen. That’s what’s happened here in Austin. 
Don’t push it and see what happens next.”
